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FOREWORD 


THis volume is written with three main purposes. First, to 
indicate, so far as genealogy can elucidate it, the general line- 
age of the English people, through repeating the record, espe- 
cially in America, of a large number of prominent strains, 
most of them leading back to the Ninth Century and to Alfred 
the Great on the one hand and to Charlemagne on the other. 
Second, from this material to deduce the fact that both of 
these famous worthies are in the lineage of the great body of 
Englishmen and of Americans cf English descent. Third, to 
show that the uniformity in race characters, such as it is, is 
due first to kinship in blood, traits of common ancestry, and 
secondly to common environment and common experiences. 
The relative importance of these factors differs, of course, with 
each individual. In brief, we are English because our an- 
cestors were English men and women, subjected in varying 
degree to an English environment. 

The book is made up of two distinct parts. The detached 
genealogies are, with a few indicated exceptions, compiled by 
the junior author from the long array of family records and 
local histories. The American lines selected were chosen from 
among those which were already worked out by her and which 
carry a familiar name (or names) of some degree of dis- 
tinction. From the manuscripts left by the late Edward 
Junius Edwards, of Minneapolis, brother-in-law of the senior 
author, various extracts have been drawn, these treating espe- 
cially of the Puritans and the half-mythical periods before the 
Ninth Century. 

Some twenty years ago, when the senior author gave courses 
of lectures in Stanford University on eugenics, genetics, and 
kindred subjects, the junior author prepared for him a 
very large chart of genealogy (about 15 by 3 feet) showing

the lineage of many American and English descendants of 
Isabel de Vermandois, a Norman lady of the Twelfth Century. © 
An outline of its contents and lessons was published by the 
senior author in the Scientific Monthly for December, 1921, 
under the title, “The Inbred Descendants of Charlemagne,” a 
phrase suggested by the junior author. Acknowledgments of 
sources may be found at the conclusion of the genealogies 


prepared by her.

See the march of history 

Strewn with cast-off finery, 

And the way of common things 
Cluttered with the pomp of kings. 


By way of prelude to the records condensed in this 
book, we may state that to the biologist the individual 
‘man is primarily not alone a forbear, but as such the 
keeper and carrier of inheritable possibilities. Each 
person is the developed product of a single cell derived 
from the union of two germ cells, each carrying poten- 
tialities to be more or less perfectly developed in the cur- 
rent of life. Each man and woman so far as we know 
transmits to posterity not their actually developed traits 
but rather their inborn tendencies, the raw material, in 
the development of which character may be forged. That 
is to say, a man does not inherit the personality of father 
or mother, but a complex of what either or both might 
have been. Father and mother on the average contribute 
equally to this groundwork of personality, which is ulti- 
mately developed under the influence of external things, 
and primarily modified by the cause—as yet not cer- 
tainly known—which forces the embryo to turn one way 
or the other, in the direction of sex. 

The development of the individual man is dependent 
on two very distinct but codperating factors, called by 
Francis Galton ‘“‘Nature and Nurture.” On these rest 


the twin sciences eugenics and euthenics. Eugenics is 
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the science, and the art, of being well-born. Euthenics 
is the science, and the art, of being well brought up. 
This involves being properly nourished and properly 
trained, thereby making the best of what Nature gives. 
Whatever the final product, Nurture at the best has only 
Nature to build upon and the best products of Nature 
may be ruined: by gross deficiencies of Nurture. 
Eugenics must go hand in hand with euthenics, if the 
highest results in the conduct of life are to be attained. 

Whether Nature or Nurture is the more important in 
the life of the individual man is a futile question. Nur- 
ture can go no further than Nature permits. To this 
extent the Arab proverb that “Allah binds every man’s 
fate upon his back” is justified. It is true, however, that 
the will of man is one of the fates, and determined will, 
under favorable conditions, may make up for many de- 
ficiencies in inheritance. But there is also truth in the 
Danish proverb: “No harm to be born in a duck yard, 
if laid in a swan’s egg.” It is an old saying, “You 
can’t keep a good man down.” 

It is true that certain social philosophers, in disregard 
of the plain teachings of science, lay all stress on Nur- 
ture to the expense of Nature. They insist that in 
man physical qualities only are inherited, and that the 
mental and moral status of the individual is what the 
influences of environment make it. On the contrary, it is 
obvious that many matters of taste or disposition, mental 
traits, even the most irrelevant or freakish, may be in- 
herited perfectly or imperfectly; that many a man or 
woman is aptly termed a “chip of the old block” and 
that these inborn peculiarities are very hard to eradicate. 


“Nature is obstinate and will come running back even 
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though you expel her with a fork.” Of course, some 
pérsons are easily molded and take up one line of con- 
duct as readily as another and equally successfully, or 
unsuccessfully, as the case may be. But such are the 
exceptions. There is little truth in the assertion that “a 
child being infinitely plastic, its future is molded wholly 
by what is done with him. Ultimate human character 
is dependent on experience alone. A child of the slums 
has just as good a chance as one of fine parentage, if only 
it can be rescued early enough.” An extreme statement 
of this notion without foundation in fact affirms that 
“any baby of bad stock could be made to become a 
specialist of any type by careful upbringing.” 

An Arab proverb puts the matter bluntly: “Father a 
weed; mother a weed; do you expect the daughter to be 
saffron root?” 

It is often said that “blood will tell” though we can 
never know what it will tell. The combinations possible 
from heredity are almost infinite in number, but all 
have their source in heredity. Ancestry never gathers 
grapes from thorns nor figs from thistles. However 
wide-ranging individual variations may be, in the long 
run the rule of averages will hold them in balance. A 
state blamed as “‘decadent” is said to be marked by 
degenerate sons of noble sires, but no such condition on 
a large scale is possible. It is not a factor in race de- 
generation. Sons are not degenerate unless they inherit 
family taints. 


THE HEREDITY OF THE INDIVIDUAL 


As already said, every human being begins with the 


union of the nucleus of each of two germ cells, the one 
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male, the other female. Each of these is in its nature 
identical with the ordinary cells of the body, but espe- 
cially modified to be cast off for the making of a new > 
individual. The difference between male and female — 
cells is mainly that the one contains food yolk for the 
young organism and the other does not. The one is 
static, the other has the power of motion. Each is made 
up of protoplasm, a jellylike substance which seems sim- 
ple but is really most highly complex. It is not, in fact, 
a substance but a series of gelatinous ribbons and foam- 
like flakes as complex as anything in the universe. All 
the known phenomena of life occur in connection with 
changes and exchanges in protoplasm. Inside the pro- 
toplasm of the germ cell or of any other of the cells 
which make up a living organism, is a minute central 
cell called the nucleus. The nucleus is the bearer of the 
“physical basis” of heredity. Its apparent structure in 
higher animals is a complication of loops and bands of 
a denser protoplasm which is called chromatin. This 
name was given because, in the hands of the student, it 
takes a deeper stain (chroma) than the less complex 
protoplasm about it. The units of chromatin are known 
as chromosomes, and in these, in some way, are con- 
tained the elements of heredity. In the fertilized egg, 
the mixed chromatin of the two cells which have been 
fused into one may be said to contain the architect’s 
plan on which the coming animal is to be built. This 
architect’s plan exists in every cell in the body, but 
whenever a new cell is developed, the old cells from 
which it springs have their chromatin divided, each strip 
of chromosome being split from end to end. It appears, 


however, that Nature divides impartially, but never 
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quite evenly. For that reason no two germ cells, even 
of the same organism, are ever exactly alike. 

The use of the word “blood” in connection with hered- 
ity is pure fiction kept up through tradition. In the 
infancy of physiology, before the existence and nature 

of germ cells was known, it was thought that hereditary 
traits ran in the blood. But the actual blood is a fluid 
busy with nutrition and purification. It is indeed, as 
Mephistopheles affirmed, a truly marvelous juice. But 
it has nothing in the world to do with heredity. 

It is difficult to understand how the various traits of 
humanity, ranging from the tone of the voice to the 
length of the toes, can be hidden in the chromosome, but 
there they seem to be, and we have to take things as we 
find them. Science does not stop even when she has no 
thinkable answer to her problem. Again, a cell once 
ripened and ready to be united with its fellow cell of 
the other sex, is always a half cell, with half the usual 
number of chromosomes. The two halves make a single 
complete cell which by its division and expansion will 
give rise to an organism having traits of both of the 
parents. On the average, half of the traits of the indi- 
vidual are drawn from one side and half from the other. 
In either case there are recessive characters derived 
from earlier ancestors, hidden more or less in either 
parent, which may later come to the front. Most strik- 
ing of all is the fact that the traits of the male are 
recessive in the female, and those of the female reces- 
sive in the male. But masculine traits are not feminized 
by passing through the other sex. Neither are the female 
traits rendered masculine by being inherited from a 


father. To take a concrete case: the heavy beard of a 
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grandfather may be inherited by a second generation, 
and through the mother, although naturally she would 
never have any beard at all. It is the beard she should 
have had had she been a man. The same remark will 
apply in general to any recessive trait; that is, to a unit 
character shown in one generation and obscured, though 
not lost, in the next. | 

We speak of these individual traits as “unit charac- 
ters’ or “genes,” supposing each one to have a place of 
its own in the chromatin, and to pass from one genera- 
tion to another as though it were an individual unit. All 
this is a figure of speech. The facts are such as might 
be consistent with this idea and the unit character or the 
still more theoretical gene remains in our discussion 
until we find some better conception to take its place. 
In our limitations of knowledge we can only speak of 
anything in terms of past human experience. That 
which is ahead of us and of which we know nothing 
naturally does not work into our vocabulary. It is plain 
that one individual could not inherit all of his father’s 
traits and all of his mother’s, without being loaded down 
with qualities more or less incongruous. If you add up 
all the qualities of each parent in the past, running back 
into almost infinite millions, you see that an individual 
would be so burdened with peculiarities as to defy 
analysis and description. The psychological fact of the 
inheritance of about half the tangible characters of one’s 
parents finds its basis in the physical division of cells. 

The original inheritance is that of possibilities to be 
worked out as actualities in the affairs of life. It is 
obvious that food, training, the various elements con- 


cerned with Nurture must affect the individual very 
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largely. The influences of the environment and the use 
or disuse of muscular structures bring about great 
changes in the individual. Such changes after birth and 
from the outside are called “acquired characters” and 
there has been a long and sometimes profitable discus- 
sion as to whether acquired characters are inherited. 
Structurally speaking, there can be no “acquired charac- 
ters.” The basis of each one lies in the original inheri- 
tance. “At birth,” as Emerson says, “the gate of gates 
is closed’”—closed in fact at the instant of conception. 
The so-called “acquired” characters are really altera- 
tions in the relative development of inborn traits. To the 
best of our knowledge none of the shifts in perspective is 
ever really hereditary. It is true that the health of the 
parent may affect the vitality of the germ cell, and there- 
fore of the young. Influences like this determine what 
we may call the momentum of development. They do 
_ not color the stream of heredity. In brief, heredity cavr- 
ries potentiality, not completed results of education and 
environment. 

Each man and woman in our line of ancestry has 
obviously been a bearer of hereditary possibilities. 
Some of these have been obscured through disuse. Some 
were from the first latent or recessive, but few of them 
can be wholly lost and none permanently enlarged in the 
line of descent except by the union of one germ cell with 
another carrying like qualities. 

The study of genealogy has received a new impulse 
from its bearing on Eugenics and the maintenance of 
racial strength. While from strong ancestry imperfect 
or feeble individuals sometimes spring, the causes of 
deficiency being uncertain, such withered branches, il- 
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logically called Mongols, have never, so far as known, 
given rise to the feeble-minded strains. Wherever it can 
be followed back, the ancestry of deficient lines leads 
to others like them. The mass of prisoners of debt, the 
incompetents of the seventeenth century, flung by Eng: 
land into Jamestown and Savannah, apparently accounts 
for a large number of feeble-minded now confined in our 
asylums, and for many more who might well be con- 
fined. Accident, vice, disease, narcotics, bad bringing 
up, have made criminals of many of decent heredity; 
but the majority of the morally delinquent are mentally 
deficient as well. The typical criminal is a moron of one 
sort or another. It is not known how slum populations, 
as in the east end of London, become detached from the 
rest of the race. So far as we see, however, they have 
long been separated. Slums keep no records, but inex- 
orably slums beget slums and the fact cannot be changed 
by legislation nor by revolution. While there are many 
forms of injustice to be corrected in current society, there 
is no way of making the feeble-minded wise, nor to 
increase the caliber of moron intelligence. Suitable 
training is a help to all types of men, but education can 
never replace heredity. Nurture builds on Nature, but 
cannot create it. 

History is one long record of the many kept down 
by the few. The progress of civilization has been 
largely that of building up a middle class between 
master and slaves. This process is far from complete, 
although an indication of it is found in the statement 
current in England that “an American is a middle class 
Englishman.” The ideal Democrat is neither master nor 


slave; he is just a man among men, great in his in- 
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fluence in proportion to his wisdom and his energy. The 
cause of most (not all) failure or misery in the world is 
that its victims have not the will nor the intelligence to 
rise above it. The weakness of the weak, rather than 
the strength of the strong, is the basal cause of tyranny. 
The emperor, through the ages, has been the creature 
of the mob. The autocrat is a sort of social barometer, 
which rises as the people fall. 

The condition most favorable to the Hevelonment of 
civilization is that in which the survival of the fittest, 
the most moral, courageous, and virtuous, is possible and 
actual. We find in English history the gradual growth 
of the middle class at the expense of the proletariat at 
the bottom and the nobility at the top. From the prole- 
tariat men have advanced constantly by the process of 
self-extrication—of raising themselves by intelligence 
and persistence from one caste to another. The mag- 
nificent voice of the blacksmith, Taillefer, who sang at 
the Battle of Hastings, raised him to the ranks of the 
nobility, his blood commingling with that of the Nor- 
mans and later with that of royal Plantagenets. Other 
cases of energy shown in various ways have led to paral- 
lel results. In fact the nobility at some time or another 
in every country was made up of those born to excel. 
Traits, however, do not necessarily pass on unchanged 
to future generations, each generation arising with all its 
possible mutations and combinations. The nobility or 
upper caste of Great Britain has been greatly modified 
by the law of primogeniture, by which the eldest son 
inherits title and property, the younger sons and 
daughters being forced in a degree to shift for them- 


selves. This is a good thing, according to Samuel 
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Johnson, since “it insures that there will be but one 
fool in the family.” It is a good thing for the higher 
reason that it forces the sons’ and the daughters’ 
sons of exalted types down into the middle class. As 
the statistics show, these more or less disinherited per- 
sons have married out of the ranks of nobility into the 
families of wealthy merchants; of seafaring men, of 
military officers, attorneys, and others of moderate dis- 
tinction; and these again, through the same law of 
primogeniture, leave descendants to join their fortunes 
with those of the self-extricated from the proletariat 
below. Even more important is the selection of mates 
by personal choice, rather than by motives of caste 
or gold, or by mere propinquity, factors which afflict 
the highest and the lowest classes and which tend to 
suppress in the race the twin virtues of personal initia- 
tive and romantic love. 

The great revolution came in France sooner than in 
England, and in more bloody fashion, because while in 
England the middle class and often even the proletariat 
was strengthened by alliance with sons and daughters of 
the strong, in France all children of a nobleman were 
noble and the country was divided in time into three 
great incongruous classes, the nobility, the clergy, and 
the third estate. The latter counted for nothing :n so- 
ciety or history until the revolution turned everything 
topsy-turvy. The same conditions, with the same re- 
sult, are still shown in more than one country. 

Factors in the tangled lineage of the English people 
give a clew to the origin and persistence of racial traits 
in general. They are the stigmata of “biood relation- 


ship.” Moreover, all, noble and peasant alike, are really

of one blood, the caste distinctions of the present being 
due to Nurture rather than to Nature. To quote from 
a recent statement by Dr. E. M. Best of McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal: “Every one of us is descended from 
William the Conqueror, and Anglo-Saxons are, all of us, 
-at least thirtieth cousins to each other.” 


THE KIMBALL CHART 


A great chart of genealogy, some fifteen by three 
feet in dimensions, was finished in 1912 by the junior 
author of this book and presented to the senior author 
as an aid in his course of university lectures on 
Genetics. This chart, far too large for reproduction, 
gives a fragment of the list of descendants of Isabel de 
Vermandois, a Norman lady born about 1070, who died 
on February 13, 1131, in the reign of King Henry I of 
England. She had married successively two Norman 
lords, Robert de Bellomont, Earl of Leicester, and later 
William de Warrenne, Earl of Warren and Surrey. Isa- 
bel was the daughter of Hugh the Great, Duke of France 
and Burgundy, and through six separate strains de- 
scended from Charlemagne, while her mother, Adelheid 
de Vermandois, was a lineal descendant of Alfred the 
Great. The virtues and charms of this far-off lady 
concern us very little; so also the manly qualities of 
either of the earls, although all three of these once ex- 
alted personages were no doubt ancestors of yours, 
gentle reader, as well as of both the present writers. It 
should also be noted that a very large (although inde- 
finable) percentage of British and American families 
of marked originality and energy are descended from 


Isabel. 
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By the Earl of Leicester, Isabel had two children, 
Robert and Elizabeth de Bellomont; by the Earl of War- — 
ren, several others, among whom were William, Regi- 
nald, Gundred, and Ada de Warren.” Each of these 
lines of descent then passes through a long series of Eng- 
lish and Scottish nobility, each allowing a younger son 
or daughter or daughter’s son to drop from time to time 
into the undistinguished ranks of the middle class or 
even into the common peasantry, while a few of the line 
of Elizabeth de Bellomont, though by no means the most 
eminent of their group, were set apart by laws of inheri- 
tance as occupants of royal thrones. Meanwhile, as I 
have implied, the elder sons, holding land and titles, 
remained in the Cavalier-Tory-Conservative caste, while 
their disinherited brothers and sisters became Dissenters, 
of whom many of the most obstinate or most enterprising 
sought freedom or fortune in the New World. Among 
these were the Pilgrims, a name applied to Puritan 
Dissenters who came to New England. Typical of Dis- 
senters of the seventeenth century was Richard Rumbold 
of Somerset, who “could never believe that the Lord 
created a few thousand of men already booted and 
spurred, with millions of others already saddled and 
bridled for these few to ride.” 

If the ancestry of a single person running back to the 
twelfth century could be written out, using a square inch 
to each name, it would occupy about a fourth of a 
square mile. In this connection it should be noted that 
as each person had two parents, four grandparents, eight 
great-grandparents, and so back endlessly in geometrical

progression every one of Isabel’s adult twentieth-century 
descendants would, if the facts permitted, count more 
than’ thirty million (33,554,432) separate ancestors at 
the beginning of her era, the twelfth century. Further- 
more, as in such a progression the sum of the series is 
equivalent (minus two) to its highest term, each descend- 
ant should have 33,554,432 intervening forbears, 
making 67,108,862 in all. Again, each child of this 
generation has twice as many ancestors as either parent 
—that is 134,217,724 in all, of which incalculable num- 
ber no one would have died in infancy, or without issue. 
This, however, has led us to figures manifestly impos- 
sible in view of the fact that the total population of 
England in 1100 did not exceed two millions, and that 
probably not one-tenth of these, beset as they were by 
war and pestilence, left permanent lines of descendants. 

The simple explanation is, of course, that each for- 
bear must be counted over and over thousands or mil- 
lions of times in each individual case. Indeed, no one can 
guess how many tangled lines lead down to him from 
Isabel, or even from Henry I, Edward I, or Robert Bruce. 

Again, if every couple of the twelfth century, and 
of all succeeding ones left let us say on the average 
four children, thus doubling their own number with 
each generation, Isabel’s descendants alone, facts per- 
mitting, should now number 33,554,432 as would the 
descendants of every other pair similarly fertile, the 
whole yielding a nominal total far exceeding the present 
population of the globe! Thus in this matter also inter- 
vening individuals must be reckoned over and over 
again almost to infinity. 


A boasted “line of long descent” is therefore only the 
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merest fragment of a man’s genealogy, and differs from 
other lines only in being for a time a shade more 
conspicuous, or because some one has taken the pains 
to trace and record it. On the other hand, the broad 
resemblances called racial traits result more or less 
definitely from blood relationship due to common de- 
scent. Englishmen are what they are because their 
parents were so. It is not without reason that Miss 
Kimball has called the Se people “the inbred de- 
scendants of Charlemagne.” 

We may further note that the thousands of Migsaacal 
names included in the Kimball chart constitute merely 
a fragment, a scant thread in the great warp and woof 
of even a single person, or even of the record of de- 
scendants of a single pair. The truth of the last state- 
ment is demonstrated in the recent assemblage in 
Massachusetts of the descendants of John Alden and 
Priscilla Mullins, the “Puritan maiden.” Upwards of 
ten thousand (according to press reports of these) were 
actually brought together. In the Waldo Genealogy 
(1902) by Waldo Lincoln of Worcester, Massachusetts, 
the record of a single family for less than three hun- 
dred years contains 19,000 persons. These are de- 
scended from Deacon Cornelius Waldo and Hannah 
Cogswell of Ipswich, Massachusetts (who came from 
Berwick in Wiltshire, England, about 1640), or else 
married to one of their posterity. These Waldos and 
Waldo kinsmen live in 11,700 different towns in the 
United States and the list contains 3,000 surnames other 
than Waldo, brought into the series by the marriage of 
Waldo women, among whom was the mother of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson.

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THE PURITANS IN MASSACHUSETTS 


The number of Puritan emigrants who came from 
England to the Colony of Massachusetts Bay in the 
seventeenth century is estimated at about 30,000. Their 
heredity so far as known runs fairly even. With pro- 
digious individual variation, the group has much in 
common. The rough experiences of the Massachusetts 
winters wrought great havoc in their numbers as did 
also their uncompromising attitude towards their Indian 
neighbors. Yet with scarcely an exception these people 
held the possibilities of good citizenship. A good citi- 
zen, then as now, was one who respected his neighbor’s 
rights, who could care for himself and his family, with 
something left over for the common welfare. It is 
customary to sneer at the Puritans because of the de- 
lusion of witchcraft by which some were obsessed. It 
may be remembered that only a few people in the then 
small village of Salem were thus affected; that but 
nineteen people lost their lives as bewitched, and that 
not a single person was actually burned. At the same 
time and later, the delusion was widespread over Europe 
and other regions, where thousands were burned alive, 
while the total number of victims is variously estimated 
as running up into the millions. 


THE PILGRIMS 


In an article on the Mayflower Pilgrims, published 
in Eugenics, Genetics and the Family, Vol. Il, 1923, 
Miss Kimball shows that the Mayflower Pilgrims were 
not, as often stated, “of the poorer and illiterate types | 


of the English of that period and of low social condi- 
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tion.” Of the men on the Mayflower, thirteen “are 


known to have been entitled to coat armor.” Of the 
group, one-half perished in the terrible winter which 
followed the landing at Plymouth in December, 1620. 
Twenty-three of them are known to have left descendants. 
Among these descendants the following are mentioned: 
John Adams, John Quincy Adams, William Bradford, 
James A. Garfield, Ulysses S. Grant, Milton S. Latnam, 
Levi Parsons Morton, Elihu Root, William Howard 
Taft, Zachary Taylor, Elihu B. Washburn, Leonard 
Wood, John Singleton Copley, Melville W. Fuuter, 
Robert Treat Paine, Charles E. Banks, William Cullen 
Bryant, Winston Churchill, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, John Howard Paine, 
Noah Webster, Fanny Jane Crosby, William Howard 
Doane, Mercy Otis Warren and Charles Gates Dawes. 

The importance of the self-respecting, freedom-loving, 
and competent citizens in any community depends, not 
on their percentage of the whole but on their actual 
number. “There is always room for the man of force, 
and he makes room for many.” It is the disappearance 
of this class which produces the only race decadence 
from which any nation has suffered. The chief influ- 
ences tending to that end are four, which, without dis- 
cussion in this volume, may be enumerated as follows: 
(1) the emigration of the best; (2) the immigration of 
inferior types; (3) the failure of the more active and 
effective to reproduce themselves; and (4) war, by 
which the strongest and bravest young men are spe- 
cially selected for slaughter. The evil effects of war 
and militarism on any race of men is thus tersely and 


accurately stated by Charles Darwin (Descent of Man, 
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_ 1871): “In every country in which a standing army is 
kept up, the fairest young men are taken to the con- 
scription camp or are enlisted. They are thus exposed 
to early death during the war or are often tempted 
into vice and are prevented from marrying during the 
prime of life. On the other hand, the shorter and 
feebler men with poor constitutions are left at home, 
and consequently have a better chance of marrying 
and propagating their kind.” It is always the man who 
is left that controls the future of a race or nation. The 
writer has elsewhere published in detail the evil effects 
of war on the breed of men, and needs only refer to the 
fact that the actual history of Europe would have 
been far different, if through the ages the strong- 
est, most adventurous, and most virile of her young 
men had not been chosen for destruction. This 
is “the last cost of war” and the most terrible. 
To “send forth the best ye breed” means breeding from 
inferior stock. 

The descent of the British people, as far as traced 
back to Charlemagne and Alfred the Great, extends down 
a myriad of lines, four of which are compiled in records 
examined by us: 

(a) Through Isabel de Vermandois, from her father 
Hugh the Great, son of Henry I, King of France; 

(6) Through Isabel from her mother, Adelheid de 
Vermandois; 

(c) Through Lady Alice de Courteney, wife of 
Aymar de Taillefer (daughter of Pierre de Courteney, 
son of Louis VI, called le Gros, a descendant of Charle- 
magne), Aymar and Alice being parents of Isabel de 
Taillefer, wife of King John; 
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(¢) Through the Plantagenets and other descendants 
of Matilda of Flanders, wife of William the Conqueror, 
herself descended from Alfred and Charlemagne alike. 

As to the last two, most distinguished of all our 
forbears, yours and mine, the historians have this to 
say: 

“Alike for what he did and what he was, there is none 
to equal Alfred in the whole line of English sovereigns; 
and no monarch in history as well deserved the title of 
‘the Great.’ ”’ * | 

As to Charlemagne, we read that: “He was sagacious, 
and vigilant as a ruler and commander alike. He 
watched over and fostered agriculture, trade, art, and 
letters, with untiring zeal, clearing away forests, drain- 
ing swamps, founding monasteries and schools, building 
cities, constructing splendid palaces as at Aix, Worms 
and Ingelheim, and drawing to his court scholars and 
poets from all nations. . . . He was himself proficient 
in science as well as in all hardy accomplishments, 
speaking Latin and knowing Greek though barely able 
to write. He was tall and stately, measuring seven feet 
- of his own footlengths, with long nose, bright eyes and 
a feeble voice, but simple in his life, ‘Excelling all men 
of his time, to all alike dread and beloved, by all alike 
admired’ as he was described by the early chronicler, 


Eginhard.”

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KINGS OF SCYTHIA AND IRELAND * 


BaoTtH, who received Scythia as his lot upon the division by 
Japhet, son of Noah. 

Pua@nusa (FEenrius Farsa), the inventor of letters, King of 
Scythia at the time Ninus ruled the Assyrian Empire; and, 
being a wise man and desirous to learn the languages that 
not long before confounded the builders of the Tower of 
Babel, employed able and learned men to go among the 
dispersed multitude to learn their several languages; who 
some time after returning well skilled in what they went for. 
King Fenius erected a school in the Valley of Senaar near 
the city of AXothena in the forty-second year of Ninius’ 
reign; whereupon having continued there with his younger 
son Niu for twenty years, he returned home to his kingdom, 
which at his death he left to his eldest son NENUALL leaving 
to Niut no other patrimony than his learning and the benefit 
of thé said school. 

Niu, after his father returned to Scythia, continued some time 
at /Kothena, teaching the languages and other laudable 
sciences, until upon report of his great learning he was 
invited into Egypt by Pharaoh the King; who gave him the 
land of Campus Cyruset, near the Red Sea, to inhabit. Niul 
employed Gaodhal (Gael), son of Ethor, a learned and 
skillful man, to compose or rather refine and adorn the 
language, called Bearla Tabbai, which was common to 
Niul’s posterity and afterwards called Gaodhilg (or Gaelic) 
and for his sake Niul named his oldest son GAODHAL. 

GAODHAL was the ancestor of the Clanna-Gael, that is “the 
descendants of Gaodhal.” In his youth Gaodhal was stung 
in the neck by a serpent and was immediately brought to 
Moses, who by laying his rod upon the wounded place 
instantly cured him: whence followed the word “Glas” 
(Irish green) to be added to his name on account of the 
green scar which remained on his neck during life. And

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Gaodhal obtained a further blessing, i.e., that no venomous 
beast can live any time where his posterity should inhabit. — 
The Irish chroniclers affirm that from this time Gaodhal 
and his posterity did paint the figures of beasts, birds, etc., 
on their banners and shields to distinguish their tribes and 
septs, in imitation of the Israelites, and that a “Thunderbolt” 

1 was the cognizance in their chief standard for many genera- 
tions after this Gaodhal. . 

AsruTH, after his father’s death, continued in Egypt and gov- 
erned his colony in peace during his life. 

SyRUTH, soon after his father’s death, was set upon by the 
Egyptians, on account of their ancestors having taken part 
with the Israelites against the Egyptians. After many 
battles wherein most of his colony lost their lives, Syruth 
was forced with the few, remaining to depart the country, 
and after many traverses at sea arrived at the Island of 
Creta (Candia) where he paid his last tribute to nature. 

HEBER Scot, after his father’s death and.a year’s stay in 
Creta, departed thence, leaving some of his people to inhabit 
the island, where some of their posterity likely still remain: 
“Because the Island breeds no venomous serpent ever since.” 
He and his people soon after arrived in Scythia; where 
his cousins, the posterity of Nenuall, refusing to allot a 
place for his colony, they fought many battles wherein 
Heber (with the assistance of some of the natives who were 
ill-affected towards their King), being always the victor he 
at length forced the sovereignty from the other and settled 

_ himself and his colony in Scythia, who continued there for 
four generations. Heber Scot was afterwards slain in battle 
by Noemus, the former King’s son. He had

Tait, were each kings of Scythia, but in constant war with 

the natives; so that after Tait’s death his son 

Acnon and his followers betook themselves to sea, wandering 

| and coasting upon the Caspian Sea for several years, in 

| which time he died. 

ii LAMHFIONN and his fleet remained at sea for some time after 
his father’s death, resting and refreshing themselves upon 
such islands as they met with. It was then that Cachear, 
their magician or druid, foretold that there would be no end 
of their peregrinations and travel until they should arrive 
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at the Western Island of Europe, now called Ireland, which 
was the place destined for their future and lasting abode 
and settlement; and that not they but their posterity after 
three hundred years should arrive there. After many tra- 
verses of fortune at sea, this little fleet with their leader 
landed at last at Gothia—more recently called Lydia, where 
Carthage was afterwards built; and soon after Lamhfionn 
died there. 

HEBER GLUNFIONN was born in Gothia, where he died. His 
posterity continued there to the eighth generation and were 
kings of that country.

Deac. Of these nothing remarkable is mentioned but that they 
lived and died kings of Gothia. 

BrRATHAUS was born in Gothia. Remembering the druid’s pre- 
diction, and his people having considerably multiplied 
during their abode in Getulia, he departed thence with a 
numerous fleet to seek out the country destined for their 
final settlement, by the prophecy of Cachear, the druid 
above mentioned; and after some time he landed upon the 
coast of Spain, and by strong hand settled himself and his 
colony in Galicia, in the north of that country. 

BREOGHAN (or Bricus) was King of Galicia, Andalusia, Mur- 
cia, Castile, and Portugal, all which he conquered. He built 
Breoghan’s Tower or Brigantia in Galicia and the city of 
Braganza in Portugal—called after him; and the kingdom 
of Castile was then also called after him Brigia. It is con- 
sidered that “Castile” itself was so called from the figure 
of a castle which Breoghan bore for his arms on his banner. 
Breoghan sent a colony into Britain, who settled in the 
counties of York, Lancaster, Durham, Westmoreland, and 
Cumberland, and after him were called Brigantes; whose 
posterity gave formidable opposition to the Romans at the 
time of the Roman invasion of Britain. 

BILE was King of those countries after his father’s death; and 
his son GALAMH (or MILEsius) succeeded him. This Bile 
had a brother ITHE. 
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GaLAMH (or MiLeEsius) succeeded him. In his youth and 
during his father’s lifetime Milesius went into Scythia, — 


where he was kindly received by the King of that country, 
who gave him his daughter in marriage and appointed him 
General of his forces. Milesius defeated the King’s enemies, 
gained much fame and the love of the King’s subjects. His 
growing greatness and popularity excited against him the 
jealousy of the King, who, fearing the worst, resolved on 
privately dispatching Milesius out of the way, for openly 
he dared not attempt it. Admonished of the King’s inten- 
tions, Milesius slew him and retired into Egypt with a fleet 
of sixty sail. Pharaoh Nectonibus, then King of Egypt, 
being informed of his arrival, of his great valor, wisdom, 
and conduct in arms, made him General of all his forces 
against the King of Ethiopia, then invading his country. 
Milesius was victorious, forcing the enemy to submit to the 
conqueror’s own terms of peace. Milesius found great favor 
with Pharaoh, who gave him, being then a widower, his 
daughter the Princess ScoTa in marriage and kept him 
eight years afterwards in Egypt. During the sojourn of 
Milesius in Egypt he employed the most ingenious and able 
persons among his people to be instructed in the several 
trades, arts, and sciences used in Egypt, in order to have 
them taught to the rest of his people on his return to Spain. 
At length Milesius took leave of his father-in-law, and 
steered towards Spain, where he arrived to the great joy and 
comfort of his people, who were much harassed by the re- 


_bellion of the natives and the intrusion of other foreign 


nations that forced in after his father’s death and during 
his own long absence from Spain. With these and those 
he often met and in fifty-four battles he routed, destroyed, 
and totally extirpated them out of the country, which he 
settled in peace and quietness. In his reign a great famine 
occurred in Spain, of twenty-six years’ continuance, and 
Milesius, superstitiously believing it a punishment from 
their gods for their negligence in seeking out the country 
destined for their final settlement, sent his uncle ITHE, 
with his son Lugadius and one hundred and fifty stout men, 
to bring them an account of those western islands; who 
accordingly arriving at the island since then called Ireland, 
and landing in that part of it now called Munster, left his 
son with fifty of his men to guard the ship, and with the 
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rest traveled about the island. His force was routed; he 
was killed at Magh Ithe, “The plain of Ithe,” whence his 
son brought his dead and mangled body back into Spain 
and there exposed it to public view to excite the people to 
avenge his murder. | 

The Irish chroniclers all observe that all the invaders 
and planters of Ireland, namely Partholan, Neiruhedle, the 
Fir-bolgs, Tuatha-de-Danans, and Clan-na-Mile, were origi- 
nally Scythians of the line of JapHET, who had the language 
called Bearla-Tabbai (Gaelic) common amongst them all, 
and Ithe understood the Tuatha-de-Danans without an in- 
terpreter. 

Milesius: died before he could avenge the murder of his 
uncle Ithe, but his eight sons with a numerous fleet sailed 
for Ireland, landed there, fought and routed the three 
Tuatha-de-Danan kings at Slieive-Mis, and thence pursued 
and overtook them at Tailten, where the three kings and 
their queens were slain and their army destroyed, and thus 
gained possession of the country foretold by Cachear some 
years past. Herser and Heremon divided the kingdom 
between them and became jointly the first of 183 sole 
monarchs of the Gaelic, Milesian, or Scottish race that ruled 
and governed Ireland successively for 2,885 years from 
Am. 3500 to their submission to Henry II of England. 
This invasion of Ireland took place in the year of the world 
3500 or the next year after Solomon began the foundation 
of the Temple of Jerusalem. As Pharaoh (1 Kings HI, 1) 
gave his daughter in marriage to Solomon, and Milesius was 
contemporary with Solomon, we may infer that it was the 
same Pharaoh who gave his daughter the Princess Scota 
to Milesius in marriage. 

Milesius of Spain bore three lions on his shield and 
standard in commemoration of his killing in one morning, 
while in Africa, by his cunning and valor, three lions. His 
two sons Heber and Heremon and his grandson HeserR Donn 
divided the lions among them—each taking one, which the 
chiefs of their posterity continue to this day. 


THE “LINE OF HEREMON” 


HEREMON was the seventh son of Milesius and from him were 
descended the kings, nobility, and gentry of the kingdoms of 
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Connaught, Dalriada, Leinster, Meath, Orgiall, Ossory; of 
Scotland since the fifth century; of Ulster since the fourth 
century; and of England from the reign of Henry II down 
to the present time. “The House of Heremon,” writes 
O’Callaghan, “from the number of its princes or great fami- 
lies and the extensive territories acquired by those belonging 
to it, was regarded by far as the most illustrious, so much 
so, according to the best native authority, that it would be 
as reasonable to affirm that one pound is equal in value to 
one hundred pounds as it would be to compare any other 
line with that of Heremon.” 

After Heber was slain B.c. 1698 Heremon, the second 
Monarch of Ireland, reigned singly for fourteen years; 
during which time a colony of Picts arrived in Ireland. 
Heremon refused to assign them a part of Ireland to settle 
in, but gave them as wives the widows of the Tuatha-de- 
Danans, slain in battle, and sent them with a strong party 
of his own forces to conquer the country then called Alba 
(Scotland), conditionally that they and their posterity 
should be tributary to the monarchs of Ireland. Heremon d.

Tr1AL FaipH (a prophet), his son, was 10th Monarch (reigned 


1680 to 1670), who d. B.c. 1670. This was a very learned 
King; could foretell things to come; and caused much of the 
country to be cleared of its ancient forests. He built seven 
royal palaces and won four remarkable battles over his 
enemies. He was buried at Magh Muagh. 


Erruriau was the 11th Monarch (reigned 1670 to 1650) and | 


was slain by Conmaol, the son of Heber Fionn, at the 
battle of Soirreans in Leinster B.c. 1650. This also was 
a learned King. He wrote with his own hand the His- 
tory of the Gaels. In his reign seven large woods were 
cleared and much advance made in the practice of agri- 
culture. 


Fout-Aicu, his son, was kept out of the Monarchy by Conmaol, 


who usurped his place. 


TIGHERNMAS, the 13th Monarch (reigned 1620 to 1543), 


fought twenty-seven battles with the followers of the family 

of Heber Fionn, all of which he gained. In his reign gold 

was mined near the Leiffey and skillfully worked by In- 

chadhan. This King set up the famous idol called “Crom- 

Cruach,” which was worshiped down to the time of St. 
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Patrick, by whom it was destroyed. He introduced certain 
distinctions in rank indicated by the wearing of certain 
colors, which is believed to have been the origin of the 
Scotch plaid. He d. B.c. 1543 on the eve of the first of 
November with two-thirds of the people of Ireland at Magh 
Sleaght in County Leitrim as he was adoring the sun god 
“Crom-Cruach.” 

Prince EnsoatuH. In his life the Kingdom was divided in two 
parts by a line drawn from Drogheda to Limerick. 

SMIRNGHALL. In his lifetime the Picts of Scotland were 
forced to abide by their oath, and pay homage to the Irish 
Monarch. Seven large woods were also cut down. 

FiocHa LABHRAINN was the 18th Monarch (reigned 1472 to 
1448, twenty-four years) ; slew Eochaidh Faobhorglas of the 
line of Heber at the battle of Carman. During his reign all 
the inhabitants of Scotland were brought in subjection to the 
Trish Monarch, and the conquest was secured by His son, the 
20th Monarch. Fiocha fell in the battle of Bealgadain 
B.c. 1448. 

Aoncus OtmucaAcH was the 20th Monarch (reigned 1427 to 
1409). In his reign the Picts again refused to pay the 
tribute imposed on them 250 years before by Heremon, but 
this Monarch went with a strong army into Alba and in 
thirty pitched battles overcame them and forced them to 
pay the required tribute. He d. B.c. 1409. 

Prince Moan was kept out of the Monarchy by Eadna of the 
line of Heber Fionn. In his time silver shields were given 
as rewards for bravery to the Irish militia. 

ROTHACHTACH was the 22d Monarch (reigned 1382 to 1357), 
was slain 1357 by Sedne of the line of Ir. Four-horse 
chariots were first used in Ireland during his reign. 

Prince Drin was kept out of the Monarchy by his father’s 
slayer and his son. In his time gentlemen first wore gold 
chains around their necks as a sign of their birth and 
golden helmets were given to brave soldiers. | 

Srorna “SAOGHALACH” was the 34th Monarch. He obtained 
the name “Saoghalach” on account of his extraordinary long 
life; he is said to have reigned 150 years. Slain B.c. 1030 
at Aillin by Rotheachta of the line of Heber Fionn, who 
usurped the throne thereby. 

Oxt1oLL AoLcHEON, son of Siorna “Saoghalach.” 

GiaLcHApH, the 37th Monarch, succeeded B.c. 1022, reigned

till 1013, killed by Art Imleach of the line of Heber Fionn 
at Moighe Muadh B.c. 1013. 

NuopHas FIONNFAIL was the 39th Monarch, succeeded B.c. 
1001, reigned till 961, slain by Breasriogtracta, his suc- 
cessor, B.c. 961. 

Prince AEDAH Guas. In his time the coast was infested with 
pirates and there occurred a dreadful plague (Aptach) 
which swept away most of the inhabitants. 

SIMEON Breac was the 44th Monarch, succeeded B.c. 909, 
reigned to 903. He inhumanly caused his predecessor to be 
torn asunder, but after a reign of six years he met with 
a like fate by order of Duach Fionn, son of the murdered 
King, B.c. 903. 

MurEDACH BoLcRACH was the 46th Monarch, succeeded B.c. 
893, reigned to 892, killed by Eadna Dearg B.c. 892. He 
had two sons. 

FrocHa ToucracH, the 55th Monarch, slain B.c. 795, having 
succeeded B.c. 805. His elder brother Duachus Teamhrach 
had two sons, Achaius Framhuine and Conangus Beag- 
eaglach, who were the 5lst and 53d Monarchs of Ireland. 
Fiocha’s life was ended by the sword of Oilioll Fionn B.c. 
795. His son, 

DuacH LapHRACH was the 59th Monarch, succeeded B.c. 747, 
reigned to 737, killed by Lughaidh Laighe, son of Oilioll 
Fionn B.c. 737. 

Prince EocHaIipH BuaDHACH was kept out of the Monarchy 
by his father’s slayer. In his time the Kingdom was twice 
visited by a plague. 

Ucatne Mor, the Great, was the 66th Monarch, succeeded 
B.C. 633, reigned till 593, and called Mor on account of his 
extensive dominions, being Sovereign of all the Islands of 
Western Europe. Married Caesair, daughter of the King of 
France, and by her had issue twenty-two sons and three 
daughters, and divided his kingdom in twenty-five parts 
among them, and the taxes were collected by this division 
for 300 years. Ugaine was slain B.c. 593 by Badhbhchadh, 
who failed to secure the throne, as he was executed by 
Lorec,* the murdered Monarch’s son, who became the 68th 


Monarch. 


* Lorc, or LarcHatrE Lorc (son of Ugaine Mor), assassinated by his 
brother Cobthach Caol-Bhreagh, was 68th Monarch of Ireland, began 
his reign B.c. 593 to 591. His son, 
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CoBTHACH CAOL-BHREAGH was the 69th Monarch, succeeded 
B.c. 591, reigned till 541; it is said to secure the throne he 
assassinated his brother Lorc; after a long reign he was at 
length slain by his nephew B.c.

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Monarch, succeeded B.c. 384 to 324. His younger son 
Fiacha Firmara (so called from being exposed in a small 
boat on the sea) was ancestor of the kings of Dalriada and 
Argyle, in Scotland, down to Loarn, the maternal grand- 
father of Fergus Mor Mac Earca, the founder of the Scot- 
tish monarchy, a.p. 498 (or 424). Aoncus was slain at 
Tara B.c. 324. 

EnNA AIGNEACH, the 84th Monarch; succeeded B.c. 312 to 
292; was exceedingly munificent in his donations. He lost 
his life by the hands of Criomthan B.c. 292. 

Prince AssAMAN EAMHNA was excluded from the throne by 
his father’s murderer. 

Roicuan RuapuH. In his time most of the cattle in Ireland 
died of murrain. 

FIONNLOGH 

FIONN, married Benia, daughter of Criomthan. 

EocHAIDH FEIDLIOCH was the 93rd Monarch, succeeded B.c. 142 
to 130. Married Colthfionn, daughter of Uchtleathan, who 
was a very virtuous lady. By him she had three children at 
a birth, who were slain at the battle of Deomohriadh; after 
their death a melancholy settled on the Monarch, hence his 
name “Feidhlioch.” This Monarch changed the division 


DiarmMaip, was 47th Christian King of Leinster and the 177th Milesian 
Monarch of Ireland; slain 23 February, 1072, at Odhba, near Navan. 
He m. Darbhforgal, d. 1080, granddaughter of the Monarch Brion 
Boromha, and their eldest son was 

Marcua (Muirchu, Irish, a sea hound, meaning a sea warrior, also 
called Morough), a@ quo MacMorough. From this Murcha, also the 
clan Morochae, is so called, and modernized Murphy. He was the 
fiftieth Christian King of Leinster; invaded the Isle of Man in 1070; 
d. in Dublin 8 December, 1090. His third son 

DonocH MacMoroucu, was King of Dublin and King of Leinster; 
slain in 1115 by Donal O’Brien and the Danes at Dublin. His eldest 
son 

DiarmMuiw-Na-UcALL (na‘u Gall, Irish, of the foreigners), was the 58th 
Christian King of Leinster; is known as DErmop MacMoroucn. He 
became King of Leinster in 1135; was in 1166 deposed by the Mon- 
arch Roderich O’Connor, aided by Tiernon O’Ruarc, Prince of West 
Bretni; d. in Ferus in January, 1171. His eldest daughter 

Atrre (or Eva),’m. Richard de Clare, “Strongbow,” and d. 1177. Their 
daughter 

ISABEL DE CLARE was in ward to King Henry II and remained under 
the royal guardianship for the space of fourteen years, when she was 
given in marriage to William Marshall, who thereupon became Earl 
of Pembroke. 

MacMorough arms—Sable three sa or. 
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from twenty-five parts to provinces—two Munsters, Leinster, 
Connaught, and Ulster. He d. at Tara, B.c. 130. 

Prince Breas-Nar-LotHar. In his time the Irish first dug 
graves beneath the surface to bury their dead. 

LucHAIDH SRIABH-DEoRG was the 98th Monarch, succeeded 
B.c. 34 to 8. He entered into an alliance with the King 
of Denmark, whose daughter Dearborguill he obtained as 
his wife. He killed himself by falling on his sword in the 
eighth year before Christ. 

CRIMTHANN-NIADH-NarR, who was the 100th Monarch, suc- 
ceeded B.c. 7 to A.D. 9, and named “The Heroic.” It was in 
this Monarch’s reign that our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
was born. Crimthann’s death was occasioned by a fall from 
his horse. He married Baine, daughter of the King of Alba. 
He brought from his expedition against the Romans in 
Britain various spoils—a splendid war chariot, gilded and 
highly ornamented; golden-hilted swords and shields em- 
bossed with silver; a table studded with 300 brilliant gems; 
a pair of greyhounds coupled with a splendid silver chain 
estimated to be worth 100 cumal (maid servant) or 300 
cows; together with a great quantity of other precious 
articles. In his reign the oppression of the Plebeians by 
the Milesians came to a climax. During three years the 
Attacotti saved their scanty earnings to prepare a sumptuous 
death feast, which after Crimthann’s death was held at a 
place called Magh Cro (or the Field of Blood) in 
County Mayo. To this feast they invited the provincial 
kings, nobility, and gentry of the Milesian race in Ireland 
and when the enjoyment was at its height, the Attacots 
treacherously murdered almost all of their unsuspecting 
victims. 

FEREDACH FIONN-FEACHTNACH was the 102d Monarch, suc- 
ceeded a.D. 14 to 36. The epithet “Feachtnach” was given 
because of his truth and sincerity. He d. a natural death 
at the regal city at Tara, a.p. 36. 

FiacHa Fronn-OLa (or Fiacha of the White Oxen) was the 
104th Monarch, succeeded 4.p. 39 to 56, reigned seventeen 
years, and was slain A.D. 56 by Mac Courach, who suc- 
ceeded him on the throne. He m. Eithne, daughter of the 
King of Alba. 

TUATHAL TEACHTMAR was the 106th Monarch, succeeded a.p. 
76 to 106, of Ireland. When he came of age he got to- 
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gether his friends with what aid his grandfather, the King 


of Alba, gave him, came into Ireland, fought and overcame 
his enemies in twenty-five battles in Ulster, twenty-five in 
Leinster, as many in Connaught, and thirty-five in Munster. 
Tacitus states that one of the Irish princes, who was an 
exile from his own country, waited on Agricola, who was 
then the Roman general in Britain, to solicit his support in 
the recovery of his kingdom. This was probably Tuathal, 
as he became Monarch of Ireland in a.p. 76 and Agricola 
with the Roman legions carried on war against the Cale- 
donians about a.D. 75 to 78. He was slain by his successor 
Mal a.p. 106. He m. Baine, the daughter of Sgaile Balbh, 
King of England. 


Fetim RacutTmar (the law giver) was so called as being a 


maker of excellent laws, among which he established with 
all firmness that of “Retaliation,” kept to it inviolably, and 
by that means preserved the people in peace, quiet, plenty, 
and security during his lifetime. He was the 108th Monarch, 
succeeded A.p. 110 to 119, reigned nine years, and after all 
his pomp and greatness d. of thirst A.p. 119. He m. Ughua, 
daughter of the King of Denmark. 


Conn CEADCATHA (or CONN of the Hundred Battles), so called 


A 


from hundreds of battles by him fought and won. He was 
the 110th Monarch, succeeded a.p. 123 to 157, and reigned 
thirty-five years, but was at length barbarously slain by 
Tireach in Tara A.D. 157 when Conn chanced to be alone 
and unattended by his guards. The assassins were fifty 
rufhans disguised as women, whom the King of Ulster 
employed for the purpose. 

RT EANFHEAR was the ancestor of the O’Hart family (“Art”: 
Irish, a bear, a stone; noble, great, generous; hardness, 
cruelty. “Ean”: Irish, one; “Fhear,” “ar,” the man); a 
eno O’Airt, anglicized O’Hart. Art: In Old High German, 
the word “hart” means inexorable. According to Keating’s 
History of Ireland, the epithet “eanghear” applied to this 
Art means “The Solitary,” because he was the only one of 
his father’s sons that survived; his two brothers Conla Ruadh 
and Crionna having been slain by their uncles. His grief 
on account of that fact was so intense that in old writings 
he is often called “Art, The Melancholy.” This Art’s de- 
scendants gave kings to Connaught, Meath, and Orgiall, 
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kings or princes to Clanaboy, Tirconnelle, and Tirowen; 
and with only two exceptions monarchs to Ireland up to the 
Anglo-Norman invasion. From this Art also descended 
the kings of Scotland from Fergus Mor Mac Earca in the 
fifth century down to the Stuarts. He was the 112th Monarch 
of Ireland (reigned 165 to 195); had three sisters, one of 
whom, Sarad, was the wife of Conacre Mac Mogha Laine, 
the 111th Monarch, by whom she had Caibre Riada, a quo 
Dalriada, in Ireland, and in Scotland another sister, Tabiria, 
m. early Olioll Olum, King of Munster. The Monarch 
Art, after a reign of thirty years, fell at the battle of Magh 
Mucroimbe in County Galway, while riding with his brother- 
in-law Olioll Olum against Maccon a.p. 195. He m. 
Meadhbh Leathdearg, the daughter of Conann Cualann. 
From this Queen the Rath Meadh near Tara obtained its 
name. 


Cormac UtrHapa (MacArt) m. Eithne, daughter of Dunlang 


(see O’Hart, No. 93), King of Leinster. He was the 115th 
Monarch of Ireland (reigned 226 to 266) and was called 
Ulthada because of his long beard. He was the wisest, most 
learned, and best of any of the Milesian race before him, 
that ruled the Kingdom. He ordained several good laws; 
wrote several learned treatises, among which his treatise on 
“Kingly Government,” directed to his son Carsry LIFFE- 
CHAR, is extant and extraordinary. He was very magnifi- 
cent in his housekeeping and attendants, having always 
1,150 persons in his daily retinue constantly attending at 
his Great Hall at Tara, which was 300 feet long, 30 cubits 
high, and 50 cubits broad, with 14 doors to it. His daily 
service of plate, flagons, drinking cups of gold, silver and 
precious stones at his table ordinarily consisted of 150 
pieces, besides dishes, etc., which were all pure silver, or 
gold. He ordained that ten choice persons should con- 
stantly attend him and his successors, monarchs of Ireland, 
and never be absent from him, viz.: (1) A nobleman to be 
his companion; (2) a judge to deliver and explain the 
laws of the country in the King’s presence upon all occa- 
sions; (3) an antiquary to declare and preserve the genealo- 
gies, acts, and occurrences of the nobility and gentry; (4) a 
druid or magician to offer sacrifice and presage good or 
bad omens as his learning, skill, or knowledge would enable 
him; (5) a poet to praise or dispraise every one according 
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to his good or bad actions; (6) a physician to administer 
physic to the King and Queen and the rest of the (royal) 
family; (7) a musician to compose music and sing pleasant 
sonnets in the King’s presence when thereunto disposed; (8) 
(9) and (10) three stewards to govern the King’s house. 
This custom was observed by all the succeeding monarchs 
down to Brion Boromha, the 175th Monarch of Ireland, and 


~ the 60th down from Cormac, without any alteration, only 


that since they received the Christian Faith they changed 
the druid for a prelate of the church. He was to all man- 
kind very just and so upright in his actions, judgments, and 
laws that God revealed unto him the light of His Faith 
seven years before his death, and from thence forward he 
refused his druids to worship their idol gods, and openly 
professed that he would no more worship any but the true 
God of the Universe, the Immortal and Invisible King of 
Ages. Whereupon the druids sought and effected his de- 
struction (God permitting it) by their adjurations of damned 
spirits, choking him as he sat at dinner eating of salmon, 
some say by the bone of the fish sticking in his throat, 
A.D. 266, after he had reigned forty years. He was m. 
to Eithne Ollamhgha, daughter of Dunlang, King of Leinster, 
son of Eana Niadh. He d. at Cleitoch, on the Boyne. Be- 
fore his death he gave directions that, instead of at Brugh, 
a famous burial place of the Irish pre-Christian kings, he 
should be buried in Ross-Na-Ri, near Slone, both in the 
County of Meath, and that his face should be toward the 
East, through respect for the Saviour of the World, whom 
he knew to have been there born and crucified. 


Carsry Lirrecuar, the 117th Monarch of Ireland (reigned 


267 to 284). He composed the poem in relation to the 
Gaelic language. A stanza: 


Sweet tongue of our druids and bards of past ages; 
Sweet tongue of our monarchs, our saints and our sages; 
Sweet tongue of our heroes, and free-born sires, 

When we cease to preserve thee our glory expires. 


He was so called from his having been nursed by the 
side of the Liffey, the river on which Dublin is built. After 
seventeen years’ reign, he was slain at the battle of Gaura, 
A.D. 284, by Simeon, the son of Ceirb, who came from the 
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south of Leinster to this battle fought by the militia of 
Ireland, who were called the Fiana (or Fenions). Who 
had monarchs of Ireland and kings of Ulster. Arms: Ar, 
a sinister red hand couped at the wrist affrontée gu. 

FIACHA SRABHTEINE, King of Conacht and the 120th Monarch 
of Ireland (reigned 285 to 322). He was so called from 
his having been fostered at Sunsrabhteine, in Connaught; 
of which province he was King before his elevation to the 
Monarchy. He was the third son of Carpry LirrecHar, the 
117th Monarch of Ireland. He m. Aoife, daughter of the 
King of Gale Goodhal. This Fiacha after thirty-seven years’ 
reign was in the battle of Dubhcomar, A.p. 322, slain by 
his nephews, the three Collas, to make room for Colla Uais, 
who seized on and kept the Monarchy for four years. 

MurreDAcH TIREACH m. Muirion, daughter of Fiachadh, King 
of Ulster; and having in A.D. 326 fought and-defeated Colla 
Uais and banished him and his two brothers into Scotland, 
regained his father’s throne, which he kept as 122d Monarch 
for thirty years (reigned 326 to 356). 

‘EocuHaiH MuicH MEADHOIN was the 124th Monarch of Ire- 
land (reigned 357 to 365), and in the eighth year of his 
reign d. a natural death at Tara, A.D. 365, leaving by his 
first wife four sons, the eldest Brian. She was daughter of 
Felim, second Christian King of Ulster and sister of Crim- 
thoun, King of Munster of the Heberian sept and successor 
of Eochaidh in the Monarchy. This Crimthoun was poisoned 
by his sister Mong Moine, in hopes that Brian, her eldest 
son, would succeed in the Monarchy. To avoid suspicion, 
she herself drank of the same poisoned cup which she pre- 
sented to her brother, but, notwithstanding she lost her life by 
so doing, yet her expectations were not realized, for the said 
Brian and her other sons were laid aside and the youngest 
son of Eochaidh by Carthan Cais Dublin was preferred 
to the Monarchy. 

NraLtLus Macnus, or NiaAt~t NAOIGHIALLACH, called Niall of 
the Nine Hostages, was the 126th Monarch of Ireland (a.p. 
379-405). He m. (2) Carthan Casduff, daughter of the 
King of Britain, or Wales, and ordained it to ever after 
be called Britain; until then it went by the name of Alba. 

Prince EocHan (or EuGENE), from whom the territory of 
Tir Eoghan (now Tyrone) in Ulster is so called. He was 
baptized while Prince of Ulster by St. Patrick at the Royal 
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Palace of Aileach; and our Ulster annalists state that it 
was his foot which was pierced by the Bachal losa during 
the ceremony. He resided at Aileach 442. 

MuIREADEACH was m. to Earca, daughter of Loarn, the last 
King of Dalriada, in Scotland, and by her had many sons 
and daughters. (Loarn was a descendant of Fiacha Firmara, 
younger son of Aongus, or Atneas, Tuirmeach-Teamroch, 
the 8lst Monarch of Ireland, B.c. 384 to 324, slain at 
Tara, B.c. 324.)

ConarrE, the 111th Monarch of Ireland; m. Sarad, daughter 
of Conn Ceadcatha (or Conn of the Hundred Battles), the 
110th Monarch, who succeeded A.p. 123 to 157, reigned 
thirty-five years. Their son, 

Carpry Riana, the first King of Dalriada (Dal-Riada: Irish, 
Riada’s share or portion), in Scotland. “One of the most 
noted facts in ancient Irish and British history,” writes Dr. 
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Joyce, “is the migration of colonies from the north of Ire- 
land to the neighboring coasts of Scotland, and the intimate 


intercourse that in consequence existed in early ages between — 


the two countries. The first regular settlement mentioned 
by our historian was made in the latter part of the second 
century by Caubre Riada, son of Condry the Second, King 
of Ireland. This expedition, which is mentioned in most of 
our annals, is confirmed by Bede in the following words: 
‘In course of time Britain, besides the Britons and Picts, 
received a third nation, Scotia, which issued from Hiberia 
under the leadership of Riada secured for themselves, either 
by friendship or by the sword, settlements among the Picts 
which they still possess. From the name of their com- 
mander, they are still called Dalrendini..* There were 
other colonies, also, the most remarkable of which was that 
led by FErcus, Angus, and Loarn, the three sons of Princess. 
Eorca (daughter of Loarn, the last King of Dalriada), which 
laid the foundation of the Scottish Monarchy. The country 
colonized by these emigrants was known by the name of 
Airen Gaedhil, i.e., the territory of the Gall or Irish; and 
the name is still applied to the territory in the shortened 
form of Argyle.”

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Fercus Mor Mac Earca, in a.p. 498 (or 424, Scottish chron- 
icles) crossed over into Scotland with an army to aid his 
grandfather Loarn, King of Dalriada, against the Picts, and 
upon his death succeeded him as King of that country, 
being unanimously elected and chosen King, as being of the 
blood royal of his mother, and said Fergus was the first 
absolute King of Scotland of the Milesian race. Before 

him the Milesian Kings in Scotland were kings only of 
Dalriada. So the succession continued in his blood and 
ae ever since to this day. (Annals of the Four Mas- 
ters. 

Doncarbus, or Donart, son of Fergus Mor Mac Earca, suc- 
ceeded his brother, Eugenius IJ, a.p. 452, d. 457, reigned 
five years. In his time Palladius came into Scotland and 
made the first Bishops. He was succeeded by his younger 
brother, Constantine, who d. 479. 

EocHAIpH, son of Dongardus. 

GABHRAN, a wise and excellent Prince. He first instituted the 
office of the King’s Advocate. He persuaded Loth, a Pictish 
King, to league with Uter Pendragon, King of the Britons 
(and who m. Pendragon’s daughter Ann, sister of King 
Arthur, of the Round Table), against the Anglo-Saxons 502, 
and when the famous King Arthur mounted the British 
throne he aided him against the Saxons. Gabhran was at 
last cut off, for one Toncetus, the Supreme Judge of Capital 
Crimes, a cruel and covetous man, expecting easy pardon of 
the King, the enraged people therefore cut him off, but 
finding they could not obtain the King’s mercy, they next 
slew the King himself at the instigation of one Donald of 
Athol, 535, reigned thirty-four years. His Queen and chil- 
dren fled to Ireland. (Others say that he died after a tedi- 
ous sickness and was buried at Icolmkill, the royal burying 
place.) He was succeeded by his nephew, Eugenius III, who, 
instead of revenging his uncle’s death, received Donald into 
favor, which made him suspected of having a hand in the 
conspiracy; and he was succeeded, in 558, by his brother 
Congallus, who introduced heraldry, recalled the children 
of Gabhran, but before they returned he died, 568, reigned 
ten years, and was succeeded by his younger brother Kina- 
tellus, who courteously entertained AIDAN (or AEDHAN), 
son of Gabhran, and on his deathbed resigned to him, d. 
970. Gabhran also called Goranus. 
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AIDAN, or AEDHAN, who succeeded his cousin, Kinatellus, A.p.- 
070, and received the royal insignia from St. Columba, a ° 
man at that time of such authority that neither King nor 
people did anything without his consent. Aidan’s first 
expedition was against the robbers of Galloway, whom he 
suppressed and severely punished their chiefs and _ estab- 
lished justice in the realm. He d. a.p. 604, reigned thirty- 
four years, and was buried at Icolmkill. Of his three sons, 
Arthur, Prince of Scotland, and Dongardus, the third son, 
were slain in battle against the Picts and Saxons, and his 
other son was: 

EocuainpH (or Eucentus IV), who was educated by St. 
Columba, suceeded Kenneth (son of Congallus), 605. He 
kept the Saxons at work by his frequent incursions upon 
them. He repaired all the churches in Scotland, and d. 
622, reigned seventeen years, buried at Icolmkill. His sons 
were: Ferchardus (who succeeded his father, 622, reigned 
fourteen years) and 

DonaLp (or DoNEVALD, or DomMNAL-BREAC), who succeeded 
his brother, Ferchardus, 636. He made it his main study 
to promote the true worship of God both at home and 
abroad, banished the Pelagian heretics and sent several 
learned and religious men to instruct the subjects of Oswald, 
King of Northumberland, in the principles of Christianity,

; former wars, and by the aid of the Scots and Britons they so 
reduced the Northumbrian Saxons that they never recovered 
their former state. Soon after Eugenius d. 692, having 
reigned four years, buried at Icolmkill. 

Finpanus (by some called brother of Eugenius V) had two 
sons. 

Eucentus VII, that the army might neither be disbanded nor 
want a governor, was elected King 704, but not relying 
on his forces, he made a peace with the Pictish King, 
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Garnard, and m. his daughter Spondana, who was soon 
after slain by two Atholians, who intended to have killed 
the King, but the authors of this fact were in time taken 
and executed. The King after this spent much of his time 
in hunting, and ordered that the actions of the kings should 
be preserved in the records of the monasteries; and having 
recommended Mordacus (son of his brother Amberkelethus, 
a peaceable Prince, who built many churches and monas- 
teries) for his successor, he d. in peace at Abernethy, 721, 
after reigning seventeen years, buried at Icolmkill. His 
son, 

Etrinus (or AopH-FIONN), succeeded Mordacus, 730. He 
growing old committed the government of the Kingdom to 
four Viceroys or Assistants, viz.: Donald, Thane of Argyle, 
Murdoch, Thane of Galloway, Colane, Thane of Athole, and 
Conrath, Thane of Murray; but though they confounded all 
things by their mismanagements, yet the cruelty of Donald 
eclipsed the wickedness of all the rest. The King d. (some 
say he was slain invading Northumberland) 761, reigned 
thirty-one years, and was buried at Icolmkill. 

AcwHatus, one of the three sons of Etfinus, succeeded Sol- 
vathius, son of Eugenius VIII, 787, who had reigned twenty 
years, succeeding Fergus III (brother of Achaius), and in 
whose time flourished the famous Macharius, Bishop of 
Aberdeen. Being at peace with the English and Picts, 
Achaius also made a league with the French. After this 
Achaius aided Hungus, King of the Picts, with 10,000 men, 
under his son Alpin, against Athelstan, a ruler in Northum- 
berland, which he wasted; but when Athelstan pursued 
them, Hungus prayed to St. Andrew, who with his cross 
appeared and promised the victory; so Athelstan was routed 
and slain, and the place called Athelstan’s Foord to this 
day: so ever since the Scots have carried St. Andrew’s cross 
in their banner. Achaius d. 819, reigned thirty-two years. 
His wife was Fergusia, only daughter of Hungus, or Unnust, 
King of the Picts, by whom the Scots came to be kings of 
the Picts by hereditary right as well as by conquest. Their 
son, 

ALPIN, succeeded Dongallus, 831 (who succeeded Achaius, 
824), son of Solvathius. He slew Feredith in battle at 
Restenoth in Angus with the flower of the Pictish nobility. 
He was taken in a battle with the Picts, with many of his 
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; nobles, who were all cruelly executed, and the King’s head 
upon a pole was carried through the army and fixed as a 
spectacle in the capital of the Picts at Abernethy, 834, having 
reigned three years. The place where Alpin was killed is 
called Bass Alpin, or the Death of Alpin, to this day. His 
son, 

Kennetu II, or Mac ALprin, succeeded his father, 834, and 
next year the Picts, hoping by the help of the English to 
extirpate the Scots, raised as great an army as they could, 
but a sudden vehement sedition arose in the army, which 
King Brudus being unable to stop or hinder the dispersion 
of that army, died of grief three months after. Then the 
Picts made his brother Druskenus their King, but while he 
was settling affairs a few Scottish youth went by night and 
brought the head of King Alpin to King Kenneth, who 
‘rewarded them with lands. Kenneth then called a Par- 
liament to persuade his subjects to war against the Picts, 
but his senior nobility dissuaded him from it till they were 
more recruited after their late losses and a peace followed 
for three years. Then Kenneth craftily got his nobles’ con- 
sent to this war, and accordingly marched an army against 
the Picts, slew their King and all his nobility and defeated 
them seven times in one day. Thus the strength of the 
Picts was quite broken and few of their great men were 
left alive. This happened a.p. 839 (others say 842), the 
eighth year of Kenneth’s reign, who thus became King of 
all Scotland, over which he reigned sixteen years. He re- 
moved the fatal marble stone from Argyle to Scone, or 
Fort Teviot, the old palace of the Pictish kings, and trans- 
lated the seat of the Pictish Bishop from Abernethy to St. 
Andrews. He d. on Tuesday the Ides of February, 858, 
according to some who reckon by the Pictish table, but the 
Scots historians say 854, and that he was buried at Icolm- 
kill. He was succeeded by his brother, Donald Y. 

CONSTANTINE II succeeded his uncle, Donald V, 862 or 859 
(reigned 864 to 877), taken in battle by the Danes at a 
place called The Black Cove in Angus and beheaded, buried 
at Icolmkill. His son, 

Donatp VI succeeded Grecory the Great, a valiant and good 
King, and so maintained peace that he was ever prepared for 
war. He aided the English against the Danes, to whom he 
gave a great overthrow, reduced the thieves of Ross and 
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Murray, reigned eleven years, d. 903, and was buried at 
Icolmkill. His son, 

Matcoim I, reigned from 942 to 954. (some say he reigned nine 
years, others fifteen, and that he d. 958). He received 
Cumberland and Westmoreland from King Edmund I on 
condition that his successors should do homage to that mon- 
arch for these lands. He was slain by the Murray men, 
buried at Icolmkill. He had three sons: Morgallus (whose 
son Grimus was grandfather of Bancho, Thane of Lochabyr, 
patriarch of the House of Stuart), Duffus (by some called 
the father of Grimus) and 

KenneTH III, succeeded. 4.p. 976, was murdered 994, reigned 
eighteen years, buried at Icolmkill. His son, 

Macon II, succeeded Grimus 1003 or 1008). He erected a 
Bishop’s See at Murthlake or Aberdeen, where he overcame 
the Danes, A.p. 1017; divided the realm into baronies; was 
murdered 1033, buried at Icolmkill. He had three daugh- 
ters: Docha, wife of Finleg, Thane or Governor of the 
County of Angus, parents of Macbeth, who succeeded his 
cousin Duncan, 1040); Alice, or Thora, wife of Sigurd, 
Earl of Orkney; and 

BEATRIX, wife of Albanach, Grimus, or Crinan, the chief 
Thane or Governor of the Scots Islands (sometimes re- 
ferred to as lay abbot of Dunkeld). Their son, 

Duncan I, succeeded his grandfather, Matcotm II, 1033, an 
easy Prince and clement, murdered 1040, reigned seven 
years, buried at Icolmkill. His son, 

Matcotm III, Canmore, having defeated Macbeth, was pro- 
claimed King at Scone 25 April, 1057. He appointed a 
Parliament at Forfar and restored the lands to the chil- 
dren of those who had been slain by Macbeth. He intro- 
duced the titles of Dukes, Marquises, Earls, Barons, and 
Knights, and created Macduff, Earl of Fife, and Patrick 
Dunbar, Earl of March. Prince Edgar Etheling (whose 
wife Margaret was Malcolm’s sister) being drove by tem- 
pest into Scotland, was royally entertained by King Mal- 
colm, who protected him and many of his friends (from 
whom many families in Scotland are descended) against 
William the Conqueror, the invader of his undoubted right. 
This occasioned a long war between Scotland and England. 
He founded the Bishoprics of Murray and Caithness; was 
slain 1093, buried at Icolmkill. His wife was Princess 
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Margaret, daughter of Prince Edward, the Exile, son of 
Edmund Ironside, King of England, a descendant of Alfred 
the Great. She d. of grief at the death of her husband, No- 
vember 16, 1093. Of their children, Mary m. Eustace, 
Count of Boulogne (brother of Baldwin I, King of Jeru- 
salem, A.D. 1100, reigned eighteen years), and had Maud, 
wife of Stephen, King of England (whose mother, Adela, 
was a daughter of William the Conqueror); Matilda m. 
Henry I (son of Willam the Conqueror) King of England, 
and 

Davip I (St. Davip), succeeded his brother ALEXANDER, 1124. 
He was a wise and just prince; m. Maud, daughter of 
Waldeofus, Earl of Northumberland, and his wife Judith, 
whose mother Adelaide de Gand, Countess of Albemarle, 
was a half sister of William the Conqueror. David erected 
the Bishoprics of Ross, Dunblane, Dunkell, and Brechin, 


and d. 23 May, 1153, reigned twenty-nine years, two months, 


and three days, and was buried at Dunfermling (which 
was built by his brother Alexander). His son, 

Henry, Prince of Scotland and Earl of Huntingdon, was one 
of the most accomplished Princes of his time and a great fa- 
vorite of King Stephen. Henry d. before his father, 1152, 
to the universal grief of all Scotland. He m. Ada, second 
daughter of William, Earl of Warren and Surrey, in Eng- 
land, and his wife, Isabel de Vermandois, daughter of 
Prince Hugh Magnus, Count of Vermandois, second son of 
Henry I, King of France.*

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NOTES ON ANGLO-SAXON KINGS * 


Cerpic (reigned 519—d. 534 a.p.). “But Hengest and 
Aelle’s men had touched hardly more than the coast, and 
the true conquest of Southern Britain was reserved for a 
fresh band of Saxons, a tribe known as the Gewissas, who 
landed under Cerdic and his son Cynrick on the shores of 
the Southampton Water, and pushed in 495 to the great 
Downs of Gwent where Winchester offered so rich a prize. 
Nowhere was the strife fiercer than here; and it was not 
till 519 that a decisive victory at Charford ended the strug- 
ele for the ‘Gwent’ and set the crown of the West-Saxons 
on the head of Cerdic.” + Cerdic was defeated at Mount 
Badon in Dorsetshire in 520. In 530 he and his son 
Cynrick conquered the island now called Wight. They 
gradually conquered the country from Sussex to the River 
Avon in Hampshire; they also passed the Thames and sub- 
dued the country as far as Bedford. They were called the 
West-Saxons and the Kingdom of Cerdic was named Wessex. 

Cynrick, King of the West-Saxons (reigned 534—d. 560). 

CEAWLIN, King of the West-Saxons, son of Cynrick, first ap- 
pears in 556 as taking part with his father in the battle of 
Beranbyrig. He succeeded Cynrick in 560. In 592 he was 
driven out of his Kingdom by Cealrick. In 595 Ceawlin 
and his brother were slain. His house was restored in 685 
in the person of CAEDWALLA.

EALHMUND, King of the West-Saxons.* 

EGBERHT, surnamed the Great, b. about 775, a Saxon King 
of England and a descendant of Cerdic. Married Lady 
Redburga, first Queen of England. He passed many of his 
early years at the court of Charlemagne, and succeeded to 
the West-Saxon crown upon the death of King Bithrick in 
the year 800. At this date England was divided into three 
separate kingdoms, Mercia, Northumbria, and Wessex. He 
defeated the Mercians at Ellandune in 825, soon after which 
he completed the conquest of Mercia and Northumbria, 
ruled over all the states of the Heptarchy, and gave the 
name of England to the whole. In 835 he defeated an 
army of Danes who had invaded England. He d. February 
4, 836, and was succeeded by his son. 

ETHELWULF, Anglo-Saxon King of England in 839, was the 
eldest son of Egberht. His Kingdom was harassed by sev- 
eral incursions of the Danes, who pillaged London in 851. 
He defeated these invaders at Okely in that year. He m. 
(1) Lady Osburga, daughter of Earl Oslac the Thane, 
Grand Butler of England. He m. (2), in 856, Judith, a 
daughter of Charles H, surnamed the Bald, King of France 
and Emperor of Germany. He d. January 13, 857. He 
left four sons by Osburga, Ethelbald, Ethelbert, Ethelred, 
and ALFRED THE GREAT. 

ALFRED, surnamed the Great, King of the West-Saxons in 
England, was born at Wantage in Berkshire in 849. Mar- 
ried in 869 Lady Alswitha, d. about 904, daughter of the 
Mercian Earl, Ethelred the Great and Edburga his wife. 
He was the youngest son of Ethelwulf, and succeeded his 
brother Ethelred in 871, when he found the country in a 
miserable condition. 

In the preceding reign the Kingdom had been invaded and 
ravaged by an army of Danes, whom the Saxons were un- 
able to resist. After the accession of Alfred these piratical 
incursions were continued or renewed, and nearly all the 
Kingdom was conquered by the Danes. Alfred was forced 
to flee from his court and conceal himself in the hut of a 
cowherd. Having by furtive measures raised a small army, 
he attacked and routed the Danes at Eddington in 878.

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Soon after this battle, the Danish King, Godrun, surren- 
dered himself, was converted to Christianity and remained a 
peaceable subject of Alfred, who now directed his attention 
to civil affairs. He founded or improved the British Navy, 
rebuilt cities and forts, established schools, founded the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, compiled a code of laws and reformed 
the administration of justice and made London the capital 
of England. In that age of ignorance he was distinguished 
as a scholar, as well as a patron of learning. He translated 
several works from the Latin into Anglo-Saxon. 

About 856 he was recognized as the Sovereign of all Eng- 
land. His Kingdom was again invaded in 894 by an army 
of Northmen under Hastings, who is said to have had a fleet 
of 300 ships. Alfred defeated them in several battles, and 
finally drove them out of the island. Anointed by Pope 
Leo IV. He d. October 28, 901, and was succeeded by his 
son EpWARD THE Exper. Alfred is regarded as the wisest 
and greatest of all the kings of England. “He was,” says 
Freeman, “‘a saint without superstition, a scholar without os- 
tentation, a conqueror whose hands were never stained with 
cruelty, a prince never cast down by adversity, never lifted 
up to insolence in the day of triumph.” 

EDWARD THE ELper, King of England (reigned 901—d. 924), 
m. (3) Lady Edgina, daughter of Earl Sigelline, Lord of 
Meapham, Cullings, and Laphorn. She survived her hus- 
band nearly forty years, d. August 25, 968. He was chosen 
by the Witan to succeed his father. His throne was un- 
successfully contested by Ethelwald, son of the late King 
Ethelbald. He gradually extended his sway over the whole 
island and founded the University of Cambridge. In all 
his projects he was assisted by his sister, the Lady of 
Mercia. She headed her own troops and gained victories 
over both Danes and Britons. After a prosperous reign 
King Edward d. in peace at Forndon, Northamptonshire. 

Epmunp I, Magnificus, King of the Anglo-Saxons, b. about 
922 (reigned October 17, 940—d. 946). Married Princess 
Elgiva (the fairies’ gift). He became King in 940 and 
conquered the Britons of Cumbria 945, which he bestowed 
on Malcolm I of Scotland. He was a brave and prudent 
ruler. He was assassinated by Liof on May 26, 946, at 
Puckle Church, Gloucester, and was succeeded by his 
brother Edred. 
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EpGAR THE PEACEFUL, King of England (son of Edmund 
I), 56. 943 (reigned 959—d. July 8, 975). Married Lady 
Elfrida, daughter of Ordgar, Earl of Devon. His sway was 
supreme over the whole island. Justice was duly adminis- 
tered and the realm prospered. The kings of Scotland and 
Man and all the princes of Briton were his liegemen. Edgar 
changed the annual tribute imposed by Athelstan on the 
Welsh princes to that of 300 wolves’ heads, and so active a 
chase was kept up against the wolves that the race was soon 
extinct. 

ETHELRED II, the Unready, King of England, 6b. 968 (reigned 
May 18, 979—d. April 23, 1016). Married Lady Aelflaed, 
984, d. 1003, daughter of Earl Thorad. He succeeded his 
half brother Edward the Martyr in 978. In his disastrous 
and inglorious reign the Kingdom was invaded and rav- 
aged by the Danes, to whom he paid large sums of money 
to purchase peace, but they soon renewed their piratical 
incursions. The Danish King, Sweyn, took London in 1014 
and Ethelred fled to the court of the Duke of Normandy, 
who was his wife’s brother. He d. in 1016, leaving two 
sons, Edmund Ironsides and Edward the Confessor. 

Epmunp II, Ironsides, King of England, 6. in 989, m. 1014 
Lady Algitha, widow of Sigefrith the Dane. At the death 
of his father, the Danes possessed the greater part of Eng- 
land. Edmund, who was renowned for his courage, waged 
war against Canute, the Dane, and gained several victories, 
but was defeated at Assanoun. The two rivals then agreed 
to divide the Kingdom, of which Edmund received the south- 
ern part. He d. November 30, 1016, at London, and 
Canute then became sole king. 

EDWARD THE EXILE m. Agatha, daughter of Jaroslaus the 
Halt, Grand Duke of Russia, 1015-52, and his wife Enger- 
herde, daughter of Olaus the Bold, King of Norway. 
(Agatha’s sister Anastasia was wife of Andrew I, King of 
Hungary; and their sister Anne was wife of Henry I, King 
of France.) 
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- ZENEAS, m. Creusa. 

Ascantus, the Trojan, progenitor of the Julii Juli. 

JuLus, who being deprived of succeeding his father in the 
Kingdom of Latium (which Silvius, his father’s half 
brother, obtained) was made High Priest, which office con- 
tinued in his family, as some think, down to Julius Cesar 
the Dictator. But his descendants are unknown for about 
5960 yéars, during both the Latin and Roman kings, till 
about the reign of Tarquinius Superbus, when we read of 
one 

NuMERIUsS JULIUS JULUS, who asserted his descent from Julus, 
the son of Ascanius, the son of Atneas. His son, 

Lucius Jutius JuLus, not famous in history, father of 

Carus JuLtius JuLus, was Consul with Pinarius, An. v.c. Var- 

roniano 265, father of 

Caius Jutius JuLus, Consul with Q. Fabius, u.c. 272, and one 

of the Decemviri for making laws, u.c. 303, father of 

Caius Jutius Jutus, Consul with M. Geganius, u.c. 307, and 
again with L. Virginius, 319, and again with Ditto, u.c. 320, 
father of | 

Lucius Jutius Jutus, a Military Tribune with consular author- 
ity, U.c.

Lucius Juttus Lipo, who had no honors of state, but his son, 
Lucius Junius Lrgo, was Consul with Marcus Attilius Regulus, 
u.c.

584, and was Consul with L. Aurelius Orestes, 
u.c. 597, father of 

Lucius Jutius C2asar, lived without state honors, father of 
Caius Julius Cesar, called Strabo, a courteous and witty 
orator often mentioned by Cicero, and another son was 

Lucius Jutrus Ca&sar, who was Consul with Rutilius Lupus, 
u.c. 664, during the social war. He was the author of the 
Julian Law. He was a Censor with Pub. Licinius Crassus, 
u.c. 665, and had 

Jutta (who kept in exile her brother, Lucius Julius Cesar, 
Consul with Caius Marcius Figulus, u.c. 690, fought in 
Gaul under the Dictator Julius Caesar, but afterwards he re- 
volted to Pompey), m. Antonius Creticus (Marcus Antonius 
Creticus), son of the Orator, Marcus Antonius, who was the 
first who renowned that family, being a most eloquent man, 
Consul with Aulus Postumius Albinus, An. u.c. Varroniano 
655, and Censor with Lucius Valerius Flaccus, An. 657, and 
was slain by the Mariani. Marcus Antonius Creticus was 
Pretor, An. u.c. 682. He took care of the Granaries; he 
made war upon the Cretans with bad success, whereby he 
was so grieved that it threw him into a violent distemper, 
whereof he d. An. U.c. 685. Their son was 

Mark Antony, the Triumvir, famous in history for settling the 
the Roman Republic, after the murder of Caius Julius

AnToNIA Minor, who m. Claudius Drusus Nero Germanicus 
(son-in-law of Augustus Cesar, and the brother of the Em- 
peror Tiberius). She was an excellent woman, and was 
mother of 

Ciaupius, the Emperor, whose daughter, 

GENISSA, m. Arviragus, eleventh son of Kimbeline, King of 
the Britons. He having slain Hanno (who had slain his 
brother, Guiderius), succeeded his brother a.p. 44; lived in 
the days of Domitian, and d. A.p. 74. 

Marius succeeded his father A.D. 74, and is said to have erected 
a Stone upon Stanmere in memory of a victory over the 
Picts. Wife, n.N., daughter of Boadicea, Queen of the 
Icenians. He d. a.p. 125. His son, 

CoILus, was educated at Rome, where he attained much knowl- 
edge and the affection of the Romans; succeeded 125; is 
said to have built Colchester; d. 170.

t Enerus Ocravius Rurus, the Questor, descended from the Velitri, 
an old Roman family, father of (Eneius Octavius, who was /AXdile, 
An. u.c. Varroniano 543, Pretor An. 548 * * * was sent to command 
in Sardinia, and was the Roman Admiral under Pub. Scipio Africanus, 
the Generalissimo of the 2d Punic War) 

Carus Octavius, being contented with his Order of Knighthood, lived 
happily without grasping at higher honors. His son, 

Carus Octavius, a Military Tribune in Sicily, under the General 
AEmilius Papus, An. vu.c. 527, father of 

Caius Octavius, satisfied with the honor of being a Roman citizen, lived 
in peace to a good old age, father of 

Caius Octavius, the Senator, was Pretor and Governor of Macedonia, 
with great applause, d. suddenly at Nola in Campania, An. u.c. 694. 
By his first wife, Ancharia, he had 

OcraviA Magor, m. (1) L. Marcellus, m. (2) Mark Antony, the Trium- 
vir, who divorced her, and had by her second husband 

Antonia Minor, the wife of Claudius Drusus Nero Germanicus (brother 
of Tiberius, the Emperor), and had 

CLaupius, the Emperor. 
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HEut, King of the Britons. 

Lup, King of the Britons (brother of Cassibilan, King of the 
Britons, in whose time JuLIus Ca&saR made his first attempt 
upon Britain, B.c. 54, and was forced by Cesar to consent 
to pay a tribute of 3,000 pounds per annum to the Romans; 
d. B.c. 48). 

THEOMANTIUS (or TENANCIUS) succeeded his uncle Cassibilan, 
B.c.-48, diikkc, 26, His’ son; 

CUNOBELIN (or KIMBELINE), King of the Britons, or rather 
of the Trinobantes, the most potent state of the Britons, 
B.c. 26. He being the favorite of Augustus, greatly pro- 
moted the peace of Britain and much civilized his people. 
He d. a.p. 17. . Succeeded by his son Guiderius, said to be 
rich and valiant, and denied tribute to Caligula, was slain by 
Hanno, a Roman, A.D. 44, being succeeded by his brother, 

Arviracus, eleventh son of Kimbeline. He having slain 
Hanno, succeeded his brother A.p. 44; lived in the days of 
Domitian, and d. A.D. 74. He m. Genissa, daughter of the 
Emperor Claudius (see), and had 


Marius, who succeeded his father A.p. 74, and is said to have 


erected a Stone upon Stanmere in memory of a victory over 
the Picts. His wife was a daughter of Boadicea, Queen of 
the Icenians. He d. a.p. 125, and was succeeded by his son, 

CoILus, who was educated at Rome, where he attained much 
knowledge and the affection of the Romans; succeeded 125; 
is said to have built Colchester; d. 170. His son Lucius 
succeeded, 170, and was the first Christian King in the 
world; he procured Eleutherius to send learned men into 
Britain to instruct the people in the faith, changed the 
Arch Flamines and Flamines to Archbishops and Bishops, 
and dying without male issue, the Romans had the sole com- 
mand. The daughter of Coilus was

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ATHILDIS, wife of Marcomir IV, King of the Franks a.p. 128, 
a descendant of Elidure, King of the Britons. Marcomir 
rebuilt Marburg in the Landgraviat of Hesse a.p. 146 and 
d. 149, reigned twenty-one years, in the reign of Antoninus 
Pius. Their son, 

Criopomir IV, King of the Franconians, or Franks, 149, d. 166, 
reigned seventeen years; m. Hasilda, daughter of the King of 
the Rugij, and had 

FARABERT, King A.D. 166. He renewed the ancient league with 
the Germans and d. 186, reigned twenty years. His son, 

Sunno, or Hunno, King a.p. 186, had much war with the 
Romans and Gauls. Upon the death of the Emperor Severus, 
A.D. 211, he entered Gaul and wasted it with fire and sword; 
d. 213, reigned twenty-eight years. His son, 

Hiuperic, King 4.p. 213. He built a castle in an isle of the 
Rhine and called it Hildeburg, 214; reduced his Franks to 
civility and politeness A.D. 226, and caused them to alter 
their mean buildings; d. 253, reigned forty years. His son, 

BaRTHERUS, King 253. The Franks and Germans spoiled 
Italy as far as Ravenna, 264, and razed a town of Arragon 
to the ground, 267. The King d. 272, reigned nineteen 
years in the reign of Aurelian, the Emperor. His son, 

Cropius III, or Crocio, King 272. In his time the Emperor 
Aurelian built Orleans, 275, and the Emperor Probus re- 
covered Gaul from the Germans and slew 40,000 of them, 
277, but 283, Clodius entered Gaul, and having slain many 
Romans recovered some of that which he had formerly lost, 
but the Romans again expelled him, a.p. 289. He d. 298, 
reigned twenty-seven years, in the reign of Diocletian. His 
SOU 5 Ji 

WaLTER, King 298, d. 306, reigned eight years, in the first 
year of CONSTANTINE THE GREAT. His son, 

DacoBerT, King 306, a mild and loving Prince to his sub- 
jects. He d. 317, reigned eleven years, in the reign of Con- 
stantine. His second son, 

Ciopomir IV, was King of the Franks, 319. He aided the 
Sarmate against the Romans, of whom he slew 36,000, a.p. 
321. The Almans and Thuringi being at continual war, 
the Franks were permitted to plant themselves where Hol- 
land, Utrecht, Gelders, part of Frisia, Westphalia, and 
Brabant now lie. Clodomir d. 337, the year after Constan- 
tine died; reigned ten years. His son, 
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Ricuimir II, King 337, opposed Constantius with 200,000 men 
A.D. 342. He fought unadvisedly with the Romans and was 


slain in battle a.p. 350, reigned thirteen years. Wife 


Hastila. Their son, 

THEODOMIR, King 350, was taken by the Emperor Julian, who 
slew him and his mother A.p. 360, reigned ten years. His 
son, 

Cioptus V, or CLocio, King 360, to revenge his father’s death 
took Cambray, slew many Romans, entered Gaul and an- 
nexed much of it to his dominions A.p. 361, d. 378, reigned 
eighteen years in the reigns of Valens in the East and 
Gratian in the West. His elder son, Marcomir V, last King 
of the Franks, A.p. 378, obtained a great victory over the 
Romans at Collogn, a.p. 382, and recovered all that the Em- 
peror Maximus had got, except Armoria, or Little Brittany, 
A.D. 390, was slain in battle A.D. 393, and the Romans then 
overpowering the Franks commanded them to elect no more 
kings, but dukes, in the reign of THEODOSIUS THE GREAT. 
Marcomir V, was succeeded by his brother, ' 

DAGOBERT, younger son of Clodius V, and was the first Duke 
under the Romans, to whom the Franks were forced to pay 
tribute, d. 389. Of his three sons, Marcomir, the second 
Duke, d. 414; Sunno, the third Duke, d. 414, and the eldest 
son was } 

GENEBALD, Duke, d. 419 without male issue. His daughter, 

ArcoTtTa, the mother of all the kings of France, was wife of 
Pharamond,* Duke of the East Franks, 404, elected King 
of the West Franks 419, or 420, or 424, reckoned by his- 
torians the first King of France in the reign of Theodosius 
II, Junior, the Emperor of the East. Their son, 


CLopio or Cxiopius, surnamed Crinitus or Long-Hair, be- 


cause he made the Franks wear long beards and long hair 
in opposition to the Romans and for a sign of liberty; for

I, King of France, who had Soissons, Vermandois, Piccardy, 
Flanders and Normandy, son of Clovis I, Magnus (and his 
wife Clotildis, who got Clovis to promise to turn Christian, 
but he delayed it some time, daughter of Chilperic, King 
of Burgundy, m. 492, and she d. 548 or 551), who slew 
Alaric the Goth for being Arian, 507, and overturned the 
Gothic Kingdom in Languedoc and annexed it to the Crown, 
508, also made other conquests in Germany; son of Chil- 
deric I; son of Merovaeus I. Their eldest son, 

ARNOALDUS, Markerave of the Schelde, after his wife’s death 
turned monk and went into the monastery of St. Martin in 
Villa Longa, which he himself had built, succeeded as 
Bishop of -Mentz, d. 601; m. Oda, a Swabian lady, and 
had Itta (Itha, or Ida) who m. Pipinus de Landis, the first 
Duke of Brabant, 615, Major Domus of Clothary II, d. 647, 
and also 

St. ARNOLPH, the first Major Domus of Clothary II, after his 
wife’s death was Bishop of Mentz, d. an hermit 641, and 
afterwards canonized. He is the common patriarch of the 
Carolingian and Capetian kings. Wife Dodo, a Saxon lady. 
Their son, 

ANCHISEs, or ANDEGISUS, Markgrave of the Schelde and in his 
wife’s right Duke of Brabant after his brother-in-law Grim- 
oaldus 658, was also Major Domus of King Childeric II, 
and was slain 685. Wife Begga, heiress of Brabant, 658- 
698, daughter of Pipin de Landis, the first Duke or Count or 
Lord of Brabant, A.p. 615, d. 647, reigned 32, and his wife 
Itta (Itha, or Ida), daughter of Arnoaldus, Markgrave of 
the ‘Schelde (see ante). Their son, 
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Pepin of Heristal, or Crassus, founder of Carlovingian line of 
Frankish kings, became Duke of Austrasian Franks 680, 
Duke of Brabant 685, Major Domus in the time of Theodoric 
III, Clovis III and Childebert III, kings of France. In 
687, in battle of Sestri, conquered Burgundy and Neustria. 
He d. 16 December, 714. His son, 

CHARLES MarTEL, King of the Franks, b. a.p. 690; m. Lady 
Bothrude. He succeeded his father as Mayor of the Palace 
in 714, and obtained royal power while Chilperic was the 
nominal King. He gained near Poitiers, in 732, a most im- 
portant victory over a large army of Saracens who had in- 
vaded the Kingdom. This is known as the Battle of Tours 
and is regarded as one of the decisive battles of the world’s 
history. For this victory he was surnamed MARTEL (i.e., the 
Hammer). He d. in 741, at Quierzy-Sur-Oise, and was 
succeeded by his son, 

PEPIN LE Brer, 6. in 714, m. Lady Bertha, daughter of Chari- 
bert, Count de Leon. (Another account says she was 
daughter of a son of one of the Eastern emperors). He be- 
came in 741 Major Domus of Neustrasia and Burgundy 
under Childeric II], a Faineant, and in 747 succeeded his 
brother Carloman as Major Domus of Austrasia and the 
Rhine country, including Thuringia and Swabia. In 749 
he defeated the Bavarians and in 752 was crowned King of 
the Franks by St. Boniface by authority of Pope Zachary; 
conquered Septimania from the Saracens 752-760; was again 
crowned by Pope Stephen III, 754. Broke the power of the 
Lombards in Italy 754-756, and gave the Exarchate of 
Ravenna and the Pentapolis to the Holy See, the origin of 
the temporal power of the Popes; overcame the Saxons 

i 757; took Marbonne from the Saracens 759; waged a 

i stubborn war with Guifar, Duke of Aquitainia, 760-768; and 

i in the latter year procured the assassination of his valorous 

enemy. Died September, 768. His title Le Brer (the 

i “Short”?) was given on account of his small stature. He 

ii first established Parliaments in France 18 January, 757. His 

second son, 

i CHARLEMAGNE (CHARLES I), King of the Franks and 

4 Roman Emperor, b. 2 April, 742, probably at Aix-La-Chap- 

4 elle; after his father’s death, in 768, reigned over the Franks 

jointly with his brother Carloman until the death of the lat- 

. ter, in 772; from that time, sole ruler during a reign of forty- 
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three years, he carried on incessant wars on all his borders, 
extending his domains and at the same time spreading Chris- 
tianity, subduing rebellions and building up the vast do- 
minions over which he was crowned a successor of the Roman - 
Czsars by Pope Leo III in 800. In 772 he began a thirty- 
year war with the determined Saxons, after the successful 
opening of which Charlemagne was called to the assistance 
of Pope Hadrian I against Desiderius, King of the Lom- 
bards, who had demanded the banning of Charlemagne and 
the coronation of the sons of Carloman because the former 
had put away the daughter of Desiderius on account of 
sterility and m. the Swabian Princess Hildegard of Savoy. 
Charlemagne marched: two armies over the Alps and con- 
quered Lombardy in 774; returned and beat the Saxons 
again and hastened into Spain, in 778, to help the Arabian 
rulers of that country against the Osman Caliph of Cordova. 
It was in this war that the hero of romance, Roland, fell in 
the pass of Roncesvalles. 

The extensive domain of Charlemagne was only rendered 
secure by ceaseless vigilance and warfare. In 799 the 
Romans revolted against Pope Leo III, and were again 
brought into subjection by Charlemagne, who, in return, 
while he was praying on the steps of St. Peter’s Church, was 
crowned by Leo with the iron crown of the Western Empire, 
unexpectedly to him, as he pretended, on Christmas Day 
800. Charlemagne laid the foundation of his empire se- 
curely. He was sagacious, energetic, and vigilant as a ruler 
and commander alike. He watched over and fostered agri- 
culture, trade, arts and letters with untiring zeal, clearing 
away forests, draining swamps, founding monasteries and 
schools, building up cities, constructing splendid palaces, 
as at Aix, Worms, and Ingelheim, and drawing to his court 
scholars and poets from all nations, as Alouin, Paulus, 
Diaconus, and Turpin. He was himself proficient in sci- 
ence, as well as all hardy accomplishments, speaking Latin 
and knowing Greek. He was tall and stately, measuring 
seven feet of his own foot-lengths, simple in his life, “ex- 
celling all men of the time, to all alike dread and beloved, 
by all alike admired,” according to the historian Nithard. 

His fame spread through all the land. The Caliph 
Haroun-al-Rashid sent an embassy to the Court of Charle- 
magne with gifts in token of good will. 
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He had three sons: Pepin, Charles, and Louis. In 813 
he associated his only surviving son, Louis LE DEBONNAIRE, 


with himself in the empire. He d. at Aix-La Chapelle Janu- 


ary 28, 814, and was succeeded by his son Louis. His de- 
scendants are called Carlovingians. 

Louts I, le Debonnaire, or the Gentle, Roman Emperor 814 to 
840, born at Casseneuil in 778, son of the Emperor Charle- 
magne by his wife Hildegard, m. (2) Lady Judith, the Fair 
Maid of Bavaria, daughter of Guelph I, Duke of Bavaria.* 

Louis I, le Debonnaire, his elder brothers having died, 
succeeded his father January 28, 814, and the first years of 
his government were quite successful; but in 817 he yielded 
to the wishes of his sons and gave each of them a share of 
his dominions, and hence arose complications which he was 
incapable of managing and from which resulted the disso- 
lution of the Empire. He d. at Ingelheim June 20, 840, 
and was buried at Metz. By his first wife, Irmingardis, 
daughter of Ingram, Count of Hasbania in Saxony, who d. 
818, he had Lupovicus GERmMANIcuUS (LOUIS THE GERMAN) 
b. 800, King of Bavaria; Gisela, wife of Eberhard, Count 
of Burgundy; and Adelheid, wife of Robert Fortis, Count 
of Burgundy, Duke of France. By his second wife, Judith, 
the Fair Maid of Bavaria (see ante), he had CuHartes II, 
the Bald, b. 823, King of France, 840, Emperor 875, d. 878. 

Lupovicus GERMANICUS (LouUIs THE GERMAN) 6b. 800, by his 
father’s partition was made King of Bavaria 817, which he 
maintained by his arms against his brother Lotharius, King

(2) 
Richildis, daughter of Bobinus, Count of Aldemir Walde 
in France. By his first wife he had Louis II (or III), Balbus, 
King of France, b. 844, Emperor 878, d. 10 April, 879, who

* The Huns and other such nations as found a passage westward into 
Old Germany seemed to be colonies of the ancient Russians and Musco- 
vites, at least their very near neighbors. But the Russians themselves 
were not famous until the time of Michael III, the Emperor of the 
East, when coming from Mount Taurus they infested the Euxine Sea 
and attempted to take Constantinople, a.p. 864, but failing in their at- 
tempt and not willing to go home, they made a descent on the northwest 
banks of the Euxine Sea, where the inhabitants were much akin to 
them; and enlarging their bounds northwards they became so powerful 
that their King Wolodomir I (see genealogy given below) was married 
first to Helena, daughter of the Emperor Nicephorus Phocas; and after 


‘he was converted to Christianity, he was married next to Anna, daugh- 


ter of the Emperor Romanus I, when they left off molesting the Eastern 
emperors and turned their arms against Sarmatia Europea, Lithuania, 
Padolia, Russia Rubra, and the countries thereabouts, until a.p. 1240, 
Bathu (or Boydo), the son of Occata Chan, with his Crim Tartars, con- 
quered them, after which they had not one sole monarch, but many 
princes called Lords of Russia or Muscovy, tributary to the Tartars, 
who held them in vassalage very long, even after John, the son of 
Basilius II, came to call himself the Great Duke of Muscovy; for at 
the conclusion of a peace with the Tartars, it was stipulated that Duke 
John once every year should stand on foot in the Castle of Moscow and 
feed the horse of the Crim Tartar with oats out of his own cap; which 
homage was afterwards changed into a tribute of furs; and this being 
also denied by his successors, occasioned long and bloody wars between 
them and the Tartars. But though the Tartars have had the assistance 
of the Turks, the Muscovite has bravely asserted his own sovereignty and 
also wrested from them many goodly provinces. (Anderson’s Royal 
Genealogies, etc., page 404.)

1157. The great events of his reign were the Irish con- 
quest, the wars with the Scots, Welsh, and French, the de- 
struction of more than one thousand feudal castles in Eng- 
land (“Dens of Thieves,” Henry called them), the contest 
with Thomas a Becket, Archbishop of Canterbury, who had 
excommunicated most of the English clergy 1169; he caused 
his son Henry to be made copartner with him in the kingdom 
and crowned 15 July, 1170, and next year a Becket was 
murdered in the Cathedral of Canterbury; for which act the 
King did penance and was whipped by the monks at Canter- 
bury, but, enlarging the Pope’s authority in England, was 
pardoned 1172. He had war with his sons, till at last a 
peace was concluded 1174. His second son, Richard Cor 
Lionis, again rebelled and by the aid of the French King 
made his father submit to hard terms, for which the old King 
died of grief 7 July, 1189. Henry II m. Eleanor, Duchess of 
Aquitain, daughter of William V, Duke of Aquitain, the 
divorced wife of Louis VII, of France; by which marriage 
he acquired a claim over nearly half of France. Another 
great event occurring during this reign was the subscrip- 
tion to the constitution of Clarendon, 1164.

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submitting to the Pope, the King of France was not allowed 
to pursue his grant. In 1214, the Barons forced John to re-. 
new Magna Charta and Charta de Foresta, which the Pope — 
made null and excommunicated the Barons, who on the other 
hand brought in Louis the Dauphin of France and swore al- 
legiance to him, but that took no effect, for King John 
died of grief (some say he was poisoned with a dish of 
pears by a monk). He had two wives (1) Isabel, daughter 
of William, Earl of Gloucester, whom he divorced; (2) Isa- 
bel, daughter and heiress of Aymer de Taillefer, Count of 
Angoulesme, whom he m. in 1210, and who, after King 
John’s death, was m. to Hugh le Brun, Earl of Marche.

Epwarp III, 6. 13 November, 1312, succeeded 1327, renounced 
all pretensions to Scotland, 1328, but to make good his pre- 
tensions to France in right of his mother, he made a league 
with the Emperor, 1338, and invaded France 1339, routed 
the French at Crecy, 24 August, 1346, and that same year 
took David I, King of Scotland, prisoner. He took Calais, 
3 August, 1347, was elected Emperor, but refused it, 1348; 
instituted the Order of the Garter and defeated the Spaniards 
at sea, 1350; gained the batile of Poictiers and took John, 
King of France, prisoner 1356, etc. In his time the famous 
Wickliff preached against the Pope’s supremacy and the 
Church of Rome.

He exceeded all the nobles of the realm in riches and power. 
He m. 1096, Lady Isabel, daughter of Prince Hugh Magnus, 
Count of Vermandois, son of Henry I, King of France, and 
his third wife, Lady Anne, daughter of Jaroslaus the Halt, 
Grand Duke of Russia, son of Vladimir I, first Czar of 
Russia; the wife of Jaroslaus the Halt being Lady Enger- 
herde, daughter of Olaus the Bold (Olaf Tryggevesson), 
King of Norway, who died A.p. 1000. Sir Robert de Beau- 
mont, Knight, was born about 4.p. 1049; chief minister of 
William IT, 1098, and of Henry I, 1103-18; Commander of 
Royal Army, 2d division, Tinchebraye, September 28, 1106. 
He died June 5, 1118. His son, 
Sir Rospert DE Beaumont II, le Bossu, 2d Earl of Leicester, 
Lord of Breteuil and Poci; 6.

Lord of Reigate, Conningsburgh; Lord of Bellencombre, 
in Normandy; born before 1036; Knight; Count de 
Warenne in Normandy; Councillor in Normandy, 1066; 
Commander in the Norman army, September, 1066; Coun- 
cillor of Regency March-December, 1067; High Forester to 
the King; joint Justiciar of England 1074; Honorary 
Brother of the Abbey of Cluni about 1076; founder and 
patron of Lewes and Castleacre priories; d. June 24, 1089. 
He came into England with the Conqueror, and having 
distinguished himself at the battle of Hastings, obtained an 
immense portion of the public spoliation. He had large 
grants of lands in several counties, amongst which were 
the Barony of Lewes in Sussex, and the manors of Carletune 
and Bennington in Lincolnshire. So extensive, indeed, were 
those grants that his possessions resembled more the do- 
minions of a sovereign prince than the estate of a subject. 
While in the office of Justiciar, some great disturbers of 
the public peace having refused to appear before him and 
his colleague, in obedience to citation, the Earl took up 
arms and defeated the rebels in a battle at Fagadune, when 
he is said, for the purpose of striking terror, to have cut 
off the right foot of each of his prisoners. Of these rebels 
Ralph de Waer, Earl of Norfolk, and Roger, Earl of Here- 
ford, were the ringleaders. His Lordship was also highly 
esteemed by King William Rufus. He m. Gundred, daugh- 
ter of King William I, before 1070; she d.

* The paternity of Abraham Lincoln has been questioned by several 
authors and nine different persons have been indicated as his reputed 
father. In no case is the evidence at all convincing. There is no reason 
whatever for doubting that Lincoln was the son of Thomas Lincoln 
and Nancy Hanks. The legitimacy of Nancy Hanks has been also 
questioned, but we have no evidence that she was not, as supposed, the 
daughter of Joseph Hanks of Nelson County, Kentucky. 

The known ancestry of the father and mother of Abraham Lincoln 
shows that neither Thomas Lincoln nor Nancy Hanks belonged to the 
“‘poor-white” class, the type of “Prisoners of Debt” flung into James- 
town, Va., in the beginning of the seventeenth century. Of course, 
neither the one nor the other was wealthy. None of the Kentucky 
pioneers were rich, else they would not have been there. But, as a 
rule, they possessed a sturdy independence, which prosperity often 
destroys or replaces.

ordered four of his largest ships to be put out of commission, he replied 
that he would prefer to pay for their maintenance himself. 

His vigilance was rewarded when, on the 20th July, he saw the great 
fleet, extended in crescent form, their sails bellying out in the fresh 
summer breeze, flags and streamers flying, in the jaws of the English 
Channel. 

The action which followed is matter of English history, which it is 
not necessary here to enter upon in detail. The huge Spanish vessels 
driving up Channel, with the English like terriers at their heels, dis- 
abling them piece-meal, “plucking their feathers by little and little,” as 
Howard describes it; the exploits of Drake, Hawkins, and Frobisher, 
of gallant Lord Thomas Howard, Lord Henry Seymour, and Sir William 
Wynter—the latter upon one occasion in the Vanguard charging single- 
handed into the thick of the enemy; the great fight off Gravelines, the 
panic caused by the fire-ships off Calais, and the wild flight of the 
Spaniards through the North Sea, chased by our ships, with their half- 
starved, thirsty, and fever-stricken crews; the miserable scenes on the 
Irish coast, where the wretched Spanish crews, scrambling ashore from 
their stranded and disabled vessels, were met with the ruthless axe of 
the half-savage galloglass and murdered by hundreds on the beach: all 
these things may be read elsewhere; they redound to the honor and 
elory of Effingham and his dauntless subordinates, whose force was 
far inferior, but whose skill, intrepidity, and overwhelming personality 
entirely discounted the odds against them. 

And so the remnant of the Armada crept homewards; and the Pope, 
it is said, caused the following inscription to be appended to the 
Pasquin statue in Rome: “The Pope from the plenitude of his power 
will grant indulgences for a thousand years, if any one will inform him 
with certainty what is become of the Spanish fleet; where it has gone; 
whether it be taken up into Heaven, sunk down into Hell, suspended

*Orro I, the Great, Duke of Saxony, Emperor of Germany, a de- 
scendant of the Emperor Charlemagne, succeeded his father, Henry I, 
the Fowler, in 936, as King of Germany, but was not crowned Em- 
peror of the Romans until 962, reviving the office founded by 
Charlemagne. His thirty-six years’ reign was a series of bloody 
wars with Czechs, Italians, Hungarians, Northern Slavi, Danes, 
Greeks, and malcontent nobles at home; but the Emperor was every- 
where triumphant and greatly enlarged the German territories on 
the east and southeast, besides subduing a large part of Italy; d. 
May 7, 973, at Memleben, Thuringia. He m. Adelheid (widow of 


Lothary, King of Italy), daughter of Rudolph II, King of Burgundy, - 


reigned 912-933, son of Rudolph I, reigned 888-912. Their son, 
Orto Il, 6. 955, crowned King of Lorraine 961, of Italy 952, Emperor 
967, succeeded his father 973. He repressed the civil wars of Ger- 
many and Italy; drove out Leothaire, King of France, who had in- 
vaded Germany, designing to make good his claim upon Lorraine; 
ravaged Champagne and compelled Leothaire to give up his claim, 
977-980; carried on a war in Calabria with the Greeks and Arabians, 
by whom he was utterly defeated at Basantello July 13, 982; d. at 
Rome, December 7, 983. He m. the Greek Princess Theophario, 
daughter of Romano II. He was a warlike and able but rash prince.

Princess WITHILDIS, m. Theodoric IV, Count of Holland, and had 
FLorence, I, Count of Holland, father of 
BertHa, m. Philip I, King of France, 6. 1053, d. 1108. 
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Prince PETER, youngest son, Lord Courteney, m. Isabella,

* The illustrious house of Courteney is descended from Athon de 
Courteney, who was a son of the Governor of Chasteau-Reynard, and 
was of the same lineage with the Dukes of Boulogne, one of whose 
ancestors was Ricuinus, Count of Ardenne and a Duke on the Moselle 
and the fourteenth in paternal descent from Pharamond, founder of the 
French Monarchy, 420, and common patriarch of all the kings of France. 
Of the said family of Boulogne were the celebrated Godfrey, Baldwin, 
etc., kings of Jerusalem, and they as well as their forefathers had the 
same armorial bearings as those now used by the Courteneys, viz.: Or, 
three torteaux gules. Athon, about the year 1000, fortified Courteney, 
in the Isle of France, and from that place he assumed his surname.
